DOMESTIC. 
The Star-Routc Trial. 
W a sh in g to n , June 9ch.—In tho Crimical 
Court this morning, the Government called 
ex-Attorney-General MaeVeagh as the firat 
witness in the star-ronte cases. 
MacVeagh testified that he had a conversa­ 
tion with Reredell in June, 1881. 
Merrick asked witness to give the details 
of the entire conversation, to the best of his 
recollection. 
Objected to, on the ground that witness 
must give the date of the interview to make 
it competent evidence, and for other reasons. 
Totten denied that the evidence was com­ 
petent for any purpose in this trial. The 
date of the conspiracy was placed in 1870, 
and this confession was made long afterward 
—in June, 1881. 
Ingersoll argued that no one would contend 
that Rercdell’s confession was intended to 
further the object of the conspiracy. It was 
necessary to prove the existence of a conspir­ 
acy before trying to introduce such evidence 
as this. 
Merrick was about to reply, when the 
Court ruled out the evidence until he was 
satisfied that a conspircy existed. 
Merrick said this decision would compel 
him to postpone certain evidence. 
Adjourned. 
The Tariff am! Tiah Com mission*. 
W a sh in g to n , June 9ih.—All the members 
of the Cabinet were present at the meeting 
to-day, except Secretary Chaudler. The de­ 
clination of Phelps to serve as a member of 
^ae Tariff Commission was announced, and 
the names of several persons were considered 
in connection with the position thus left va­ 
cant ; but no selection was made. 
To^ Utah Commission bill was also con­ 
sidered, with a view to determiniug the 
membership of the Commission ; but no con­ 
clusion was reached. It seems that while 
Congress provided for the amount of com­ 
pensation to be allowed members of the Com­ 
mission, no appropriation was made out of 
which they can be paid. Congress will be 
called upon to remedy this defect before the 
members of the Commission are nominated. 
The Public Printer and the Typograph­ 
ical In ion. 
~ 
W a sh in g to n , June 9th.—In reply to a res­ 
olution recently introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Plumb, asking for information with 
regard to the management of the Government 
Printing Office, Rounds, the Public Printer, 
has addressed a communication to Vice-Pres­ 
ident Davis, covering the ground of inquiry. 
Among the questions asked were the follow­ 
ing : Whether the prosecution of the business 
of said office is in any wise dependent upon 
the action of any organization existing inside 
or outside of said cffioe? To this Rounds re­ 
plies : “ The prosecution of the business of 
the Government Printing Office is working 
now, as it has been for many >ears past, in 
accord with the Typographical and Book­ 
binders’ Unions, and is dependent upon the 
action of these organizations, in so far that if 
on the refusal of the Public Printer to abide 
by any or all of their rules and regulations, a 
general strike of the workmen in the office 
was ordered, it would make necessary the 
stoppage of the Government printing until 
the office cou’d be supplied with non-Union 
woikmea.” In the opinion of the Govern­ 
ment Printer, to supply the G Yvemment < ffice 
with the large number of skilled workmen 
necessary to do so great an amount and so 
high a grade of work would involve a serious 
loss of time, and for such time a necessarily 
lower standard of work would be done in the 
Government office. At any and all time®, 
should any serious difficulty or difference 
arise between the Public Printer and these 
Unions, the Public Printer, holding the in­ 
terests under his charge and the laws of Con­ 
gress paramount to all other considerations, 
would sustain them without regard to the 
laws and regulations of any and all trade or­ 
ganizations, and would act as Congress might 
direct. 
International Typographical I nlon. 
S t. L ou is, June 9 ih .— The International 
Typographical Union to-day elected George 
C. Clark President; J. J. Clarkson, First 
Vice-President; F. A. Fowler, Second Vice­ 
President; Mark L. Crawford, Secretary 
and Treasurer. Cincinnati will be the place 
of the next meeting. 
The Jeannette's Chinese Stew ard. 
N ew Y o rk , June 9th.—The Herald's 
Washington special has this on the Jean­ 
nette’s survivors : Tong Sing, the China­ 
man, is being cared for by Lieutenant Danen- 
hower since their arrival in New York, and 
will remain with him for some time, or while 
he continues to erjjy himself, as he is d o w 
doing, hugely. He is a shrewd and intelli­ 
gent fellow, and finds his way through the 
city most admirably, when he bf comes tired 
of the Lieutenant’s carriage. Yesterday he 
was seen purchasing a gold watch and chain, 
a diamond ring, and other valuables of per­ 
sonal adornment. Ia fact, no confidente is 
violated in stating that he has announced his 
intention of making this his future home, and 
opening a corner resort well stocked with 
teas, coffees, Chinaware and cheap chromos. 
A Boy Taken from Jail and Lynched. 
P erham (Minn.), June 9th.—John Trib- 
betts, the 17-year-old boy who murdered 
Washington and Fchrbach a few days ago, 
was brought here yesterday and examined 
before Justice Roth pietz. Towards night 
the propriety of lynching him was freely dis­ 
cussed, but nothing was done. About 1 
o’clock this morning, however, twenty reso­ 
lute men broke into the jail, and with great 
difficulty broke open his cell and grasped 
him. lie eaid, “ Don’t, boys; this is too 
rough.” The lynchers then carried him to 
the railroad track, a few rods away, rested 
a ladder against a telegraph pole, looped one 
end of a rope around his neck, then throwing 
it over a round of the ladder, hoisted away. 
He was dead i i a few moments. Too lynch­ 
ers kept the crowd back with drawn re­ 
volvers, and as soon as the work was done 
scattered in all directions. Tribfcett made a 
full confession Ixst night. He laughed at the 
crowd that met him yesterday morning, but 
became depressed at night. The lynchers 
will probably not suffer for their crime. 
A W eek's Business Failures. 
N ew Y o rk , Juoe 9th.—T he failures re­ 
ported to New York tnis week number 106, 
againRt 130 last week. The Eastern States 
had 12; Middle, 19 ; Western, 35 ; Southern, 
22; Pacific States and Territories, 9; and 
New York city, 9. The failures in New 
York had little significance. 
Coal M ines on Ftre. 
W ilk e sb a r r e (Pa.), June 9th.—The mine 
of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal Com­ 
pany is on fire. One hundred men are en­ 
gaged fighting the flames. At the time the 
fire was discovered a large number of miners 
were in the shaft, and were compelled to 
travel through the abandoned workings in or­ 
der to make their escape. This is the third 
time the mine has been on fire, and it is 
known as an extremely troublesome colliery. 
On Fire at Sea. 
N ew Y o rk , June 9sh—The ship Charger, 
which sailed from New York May 15th for 
San Francisco, returned to-day, having been 
on fire. She is now safely anchored here, 
and the fire is extinguished. The loss is un­ 
known. 
Cane D erided. 
W a sh in g to n , June 9tb.—In the Sacra­ 
mento case of Seymour vs. Wood et a!., in­ 
volving the Nebraska Woodvilie mine, the 
Secretary of the Interior has decided in favor 
of Wood et al., on the ground that Seymour 
did not file an adverse claim to W ooas appli­ 
cation for a patent. 
Fatal Row Betw een American* and Mex­ 
icans. 
E l P aso (Tex.), June 9th.—A party of 
American railroad hands attacked a number 
of Mexicans at lago ranch this morning. 
Three Americans were killed and a number 
of Mexicans. 
Six Years In the P enitentiary. 
C olum bus (O.), June 9th.—Fr?d W. New­ 
burgh, the forger who secured $20,000 from 
the State treasury, against whom fifty-two 
indictments were returned, has been taken to 


the Penitentiary for six years, having pleaded 
to two indictments only. 
The Brookfield Bank Bobbers Captured. 
K a n s a s City, June 9th.—The four bank 
robbers were corraled in the woods thirteen 
miles northwest of Kirksville at 6 o’clock 
this morniog, and surrendered. Fox and 
Morris are recognized. The others refuse to 
give their names. Friends of the robbers Lie 
congregated at Kirksville. and say the prison­ 
ers shall not be taken to Brookfield. A fight 
is looked for. 
d e ta il s o f t h e c a ptu r e. 
K a n s a s C ity , June 9ch.—A special from 
Brookfield says : For b^t one hour eince the 
raid was made on the bank have the robbers 
been lost 6ight of by their pursuers?, and then 
the trail was quickly found again and fol­ 
lowed, till the bandits were forced into a log 
hut in the depths of the forest, about thir­ 
teen miles southwest of Kirksville, Adair 
county, where they fortified themselves and 
made loopholes in the sides of the house by 
knocking out the plaster between the 
lugs. The house in which the bandits 
took refuge is built of logs, boarded over, and 
wa3 excellently adapted for defense. From 
this point of vantage the robbers opened fire 
on their blockaders, and three horses were 
shot and two men bit with bullets, one get­ 
ting a ball through the hand, which after­ 
wards imbedded itself in the stock of his 
rifle. All night loDg the posee guarded the 
house, expecting the men to make a dash for 
liberty under the cover of the night, 
but 
no 
euch 
attempt 
was 
made. 
It 
would 
have 
been 
a 
sorry 
failure, for in the bright moonlight every en­ 
trance or exit to the house wras plainly visi­ 
ble to the watchers in the wood*, while the 
shade of the thickly-leafed trees kept the 
captors securely bidden from the prisoners in 
the hut. Nothing occurred during the night, 
and the day dawned with sleepless men both 
inside and out cf the improvised fort. At 
6 o’clock this morning, however, the desper­ 
adoes called cut that they w'ere willing to 
surrender, provided they could be guar­ 
anteed a safe conduct to the jail. They 
expressed themselves as decidedly averse to 
being lynched, and insisted on a fair trial, 
much alter the manner of Captain Jack in 
the lava beds. After a short consultation, 
the iSheriff announced that the terms of their 
proposition were accepted, and they were 
told to march cut with hands up. Fearing a 
ruse, the guard was kept up on all sides of 
the house, and a strong line drawn np in 
front of the door, and sufficiently under 
cover to be safe in case of treachery 
on the part of the prisoners. 
Soon 
the door opened and “ the man with the long 
nose” appeared with his hands only partially 
raised. The members of the posse had no 
confidence in him, however, and a hundred 
weapons were quickly brought to bear upon 
him, when bis hands went up high right off. 
Then the other three followed him *nt, and 
the Sheriff went forward and deprived them.of 
tbeir weapons. Seven revolvers and two knives 
were found. After some consultation among 
the officers, it was decided r*pt to leave with 
the prisoners until further reinforcements 
could be received, as there is a pretty general 
belief that the woods are full of armed des­ 
peradoes, friends of the bandits, who would 
attempt a rescue ou the way to jail. About 
3 o’clock this afternoon reinforcements arrived 
from Kirksville and Brookfield, and the party 
went to Kirksville, where they took the train 
for Brookfield, about four miles distant. The 
robbers gave their names as James aud Frank 
Mason* Fox and Ward. The two former are 
known at Brookfield. 
At the instance of Governor Crittanden, 
Dick Little, a pardoned member of the old 
James gang, went to Brookfield to-night to 
ascertaiu whether any of the old gang are 
members of this band. 
WHO THE BANDITS ARE. 
. 
B ro o k fie ld , Jane 9th— The robbers are 
all young men, and have been lM og in the 
country about four months. They had re­ 
cently come to the farm they were captured 
on. They give the names of Winfield Allen, 
Frank Ward, Bert Ward and Ben Fox—all 
under 30 years of age and good looking. 
They had been suspected for some time. In 
searching the house, sixty revolvers were 
found. 
Over 1,000 pounds of cartridges, 
masks aud other explosives were also found, 
and the house had every appearaoco ot a 
small armory. One of the robbers told where 
the stolen money was hidden, eight miles from 
Brookfield, and an officer went to get it, ac­ 
companied by Frank Ward’s wife. 
lo lle d Male* Senate. 
W a sh in g to n , June 9th.—The bill passed 
authorizing the Postmaster-General to extend 
mail routes at a pro rata of additional pay for 
any distance not exceeding twenty-five miles 
beyond either terminal point named in the 
contract, the consent of the contractor to be 
obtained prior to the extenBioo, and no con­ 
tract to be extended beyond the original ter­ 
minal points more than once during the orig­ 
inal term of the contract. 
The Japanese indemnity fund bill was taken 
up, discussed, and again went over wichout 
action. 
After a short executive session, the Senate 
ad j jurned until Monday. 
House o f R epresentatives. 
W a sh in g to n , June 9ih.—The House went 
into Committee of the Whole on the legisla­ 
tive appropriation bill. 
The item apprc printing $2 300,000 for sal­ 
aries and expenses of internal revenne agents 
and surveyors, for fees and expenses ot 
gaugers, and for salaries of storekeepers, be­ 
ing reached. White of Kentucky stated hi* 
objection thereto. 
He asserted that the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, “ the 
officer we are trying to investigate,” was 
known to pay one salary to one storekeeper 
and another to another, and at his request 
the item was passed over uutil the remainder 
of the bill was considered. 
The committee then rose and the House 
took a recess. 
At the evening session twenty-five pension 
bills were passed. 
Adjourned. 
Miftcellaneon» W ashington Item s. 
W a sh in g to n , June U;h.—It is understood 
that Treicott will refuse to testify regarding 
his instructions without the consent of the 
State Department and the President. 
Blaine’s enemies have been attacking him 
over the request made for $90,000 for secret 
service abroad, supposing that there wae 
some dark business about the Peruvian affair. 
It now turns out that the money was asked 
by Frelinghuysen, for the purpose of hatch­ 
ing American interests in the Panama Canal 
scheme. 
The Elections Committee will consider 
the case of Samuel Lee (Republican) against 
J. T. Richardson, the sitting Democratic 
member from South Carolina, to-morrow. 
Lea’s case is said to be exceedingly strong, 
and the probabilities are that Richardson will 
be unseated. 
Lowe, the Alabama Greenbacker recently 
seated in the place of Confederate General 
Wheeler, works with the Republicans, and 
will probably be re-elected by their aid. He 
says he hopes Wheeler will b3 a candidate 
against him. 
General Scoville, author of the temperance 
plank in the Chicago platform, is here. He 
says the Republicans will carry Ohio iu spite 
of the unfavorable prediction. 
Special Agent Chamberlain, of the Treas­ 
ury Department, reports that the disturbed 
condition of the sugar trade is due to the ar­ 
tificial coloration of imported sugars, by 
which high grades are imported at low tariff, 
and being refined are exported with a large 
drawback to the importers and refiters. The 
system is driving honest operators out of the 
buriness. 
The sub-committee of the House Commit­ 
tee on Elections, considering the Sonth Caro­ 
lina contested election case of Small (Rep.)

A Railroad Measure. 
W a sh in g to n , June 9th.—Senator Jones 
introduced in the Senate to-day & hill, now 
in the Judicial Committee of the House, in 
which body it was introduced by Representa­ 
tive Ellis, in which he proposes to allow the 
Mexican Pacific Railroad Company of New 
Mexico and Arizona, the Los Angeles and 
San Diego Railroad Company of California, 
and the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
of California, to consolidate under the name 
and style of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, and confers upon the three first 
named companies, or consolidated companies, 
ail the franchises or rights allowed, author­ 
ity granted to, and privileges conferred upon 
the Texas Pacific Railroad Company by the 
Act of March, 1871, relating to that part of 


the Texas'.Pncific Railroad situated west of 
the Rio Grand-', and confirming to them the 
grant of public land of the Mexican Pacific 
by the Act of March, 1871. The condition 
attached is that the whole of the railroad 
companies shall be operated as one con­ 
tinuous line.The Labor Trouble. 
C h ica go, June 9th.—It is said that the 
Irondale strikers are quarreling among them­ 
selves, the poorer-paid class of workmen 
complaining that those who get large wages 
are using them to get a big advance. They 
are tired of a strike conducted on such prin­ 
ciples. 
R ea d in g (P a.), June 95h— About one 
hundred men in the Tube Mill Reading Iron 
Works quit to-day, dissatisfied with the no­ 
tice posted by the management regarding 
certain iron. 
^ P ittsb u rg , Jane 9th.—The iron situation 
is devoid of anything startling. Both sides 
remain firm, and preparations are being made 
for a long siege. From all quarters come 
reports of iron-workers organizing fishing 
clubs, and propose camping out for the sum­ 
mer. The mills are still undergoing repairs. 
A number of establishments have sent their 
horses out to the country for pasturage. The 
mining situation is also quiet. 
C le v e la n d , June 9ch.—The backbone of 
the strike is broken here, the men being dis­ 
heartened at the vigilance of the police in 
preventing bulldozing.

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TWENTY SECOND PAPER— RELATION OF THE 
SOIL TO HEAT (CONCLUDED). 
We have seen that the temperature of 
the soil is directly influenced by the spe­ 
cial nature of the soil ; that the capillary 
and hygroscopic coefficients of the soil are 
both instrumental in maintaining the mean 
temperature, and in preventing extreme 
heat or cold, either of which are fat il to 
vegetation, in the soil. Since these agents 
act through the surface of the sod alone, 
we are prepared to find that vegetation, 
and any other matter which altere the na­ 
ture of surface exposed to the heat of the 
sun, will also effect the changes of tem­ 
perature produced in the soiL As all 
crops, more or less, shade or cover the soil, 
we see that it is bnt seldom that the sun 
acts directly upon tho exposed surface soil 
for an entire season, and the changes are, 
therefore, generally modified largejy by 
the nature of the particular crop. It has 
iong been taught that the 
COLOR OF THE SURFACE SOIL 
Affects very materially the amount of heat 
retained and the rapidity with which it is 
absorbed. Black soils are warmer than 
light colored ones, and the temperature of 
light colored soils may be raised several de­ 
grees by simply covering their surfaces 
with a thin layer of peat, charcoal, vege­ 
table mould, or other black matter. In 
Europe they make use of this method to 
force their early fruits. Melons will 
ripen considerably earlier if the surface 
sod be covered with arfinch layer of black 
earth ; fragments of black clay slate will 
accumulate the heat still more. Grapes 
and small fruits may be picked several dayB 
sooner from soils covered with charcoal or 
other black earthy matter. The fruits of 
France which are grown upon black soils 
are much superior to those grown upon al­ 
most contiguous light-colored soils; and 
on the Khioe in Belgium the vineyards 
are often spread over with fragments 
of dark colored clay slate, and which 
very perceptibly betters the quality of 
grapes raised. 
Potatoes mature several 
days to a week sooner on dark than on 
light soils. Experiments male upon soils 
by sprinkling the surfaces of two plots of the 
same quality of soil, one with lampblack 
and the other with powdered carbonate of 
magDeaia, which is a white and very ab­ 
sorptive substance, showed a difference of 
10 to 14 deirrces between the temperatures 
of the blackened and whitened soils. 
Schnbler showed that the heat-absorbing 
powers of the different soils all sprinkled 
with lampblack were almost the same, if 
not identical. This seems to prove that 
the degree of warmth imparted to a soil by 
the sun's heat was determined solely by the 
very surface of the soil. The amount of 
heat accumulated in a soil does not, how­ 
ever, depend solely upon the color of its 
surface ; 
the relative heat - conducting 
power of the soil ingredients must also be 
taken into account. In some soils, espe­ 
cially white silicious soils, 
T nis CONDUCTING POWER 
More than exceeds the relative conducting 
power of even black soils, and, therefore, 
the temperatures of snch soils are higher 
than those of black soils. Common quartz 
sand íb a white material with a very high 
beat-conducting power, and accumulates 
more heat in a given time than almost any 
other soil ingredient. 
Experimenta were 
made apon grayish white quartz sand, a 
grayish black granite sand, a light gray 
pipe-clay, and several grades of ealcerons 
soils. 
It was found, that with the same 
exposure, the grayish black granite sand 
became the warmest, with the white quartz 
sand next; and tbat these two always 
showed more heat than the black soils. 
The degrees of heat accumulated by the 
light soils were found to be as follows : 
First, a garden soil (probably of a brownish 
color); next, a yellow sandy clay ; ther, 
pips clay ; a lime soil with crystalline 
grains ; and, lastly, a white pulverulent 
cbalk soil gave the least heat. 
It was 
often found that at a depth of four inches 
the white qnartz sand was warmer 
than the dark granite Band. 
This 
was no donbt due to the better con­ 
ducting power of the quartz u n i. 
Johnson gives the resultB of expeiiments 
on the temperature of six different soils, 
all taken under the same conditions—viz, 
at noon of a July day, with temperature at 
90’—as follows : A thermometer placed at 
a depth of about one inch gave 190° as the 
heat of qnartz sand ; 115° for that in crys­ 
talline lime soil; 114° in garden soil; 100° 
in yellow, sandy clay; 94’ in pipe clay : 
and 87° in chalk soil. We see that there 
was a difference of 38“ between the 
temperatures of the sand and the chalk 
soils. This explains the disastrous effects 
produced in hot climates npon almost poor 
sand soils, and which, containing no vege­ 
table matter or fine particles, have a very 
small hygroscopic coefficient. In the ab­ 
sence of this hygroscopic moifture in the 
soil, even if water is supplied to the plants 
from the subsoil in the water roots, the 
surface roots are literally baked to death 
and the plants necessarily killed. 
AS A GENERAL THING 
The temperature of the soil decreases com­ 
paratively rapidly as we get below the sur­ 
face. The temperature of the garden soil 
at a depth of a few inches was only about 
six degrees above that of the surrounding 
atmosphere, and at four inches it was only 
about three degrees higher than that of the 
air. The chalk soil, which was the finest 
and of a white color, was found to be the 
coolest of all the soils. We see that the 
greatest heat was accumulated in those soils 
which most readily gave np their moisture 
to the action of the snn ; and mnch of the 
coolness of the clay and other fine soils was 
no donbt due to the fact that, owing to the 
«lowness with which they parted with their 
moisture, mac’n of the eun's heat was neu­ 
tralized or rendered latent by the continu­ 
ous evaporation from their surfaces. It is 
certain that if sand be kept supplied with 
water suffic.ent to keep up the evapora­ 
tion, it will not heat near as much 
as it otherwise "would ; and in fact sandy 
soils fail oftener from lack of moisture than 
from any other canse. 
It is also well 
known that sandy soils when saturated 
with water are “ cold,”and that undrained 
sandy soils will no more produce crops 
than will unpulverized clay soils. We 
have seen that the evaporation from sandy 
soils is mnch more rapid than from alluvial 
and clayey soils ; the amount of heat ren­ 
dered latent, and hence virtually extracted 
from the aoil, is correspondingly greater in 
the sand. This acconnts fcr the saturated 
sand being cold ; for the evaporation going 
on continuously extracts a large amount of 
heat from the sand, and the loss of which 
most soon bs felt by the plants of the 
soil. 
THE ACCUMULATION OF HEAT 
Takes place for the most part in land after 
the liqnid or capillary moisture has been 
all extracted by evaporation. There is 
then no more water to vaporize, the radi­ 
ated heat of the sun accumulates in the 
soil, and is conducted downward to a depth 
corresponding to the difference between the 
heating effects of the snn and the cooling 
effects of the cool night air. Having seen 
that color influences the temperature of the 
aoil, and consequently the length required 
for the ripening of crops, we have another 
reason for saving our barn-yard manure, as 
well as all vegetable matter which decay­ 
ing produces black vegetable mould. By 
applying these matters to the soil you sup­ 
ply it with material which is quickly trans­ 


formed into vegetable mould and humus. 
The final product hits a black color; 
great abaorptive and retentive power 
for 
water ; 
its mechanical effects 
upon the soil are beneficial ; 
and 
it 
also 
increases the temperature 
of the soil in spring, thereby often causing 
the crop to mature sooner than it otherwise 
would ; and by its retentive power for 
water keeps the soil from accumulating too 
much heat in the summer time. Besides 
these apparent effects, there are others of 
more importance, if possible, and which 
will be spoken of when we come to consider 
humus and its chemical relation to and ac­ 
tion npon the soil. Color, although never 
exerting any influence upon the amount of 
heat absorbed and retained by bodies, is 
nevertheless not the only quality which 
makes them susceptible to the sun’s rays. 
All bodies possess, in different degrees, the 
power of radiating, absorbing and reflect­ 
ing heat. The absorption of heat follows 
as a natural sequence after radiation, and 
depends upon it. The reflection of the 
sun’s rays is followed by no considerable 
absorption of heat by the reflecting body. 
RADIATION AND REFLECTION 
Depend entirely npon the surface of the 
receiving body. Smooth, polished surfaces 
reflect beat, like light, most perfectly, 
while rough, irregular surfaces radiate and 
absorb much of the heat striking them. 
Although depending upon the surface, yet 
both radiation and reflection are somewhat 
influenced by the nature of the radiating 
or reflecting surface. This follows from 
the fact that all materials are not equally 
influenced by the same heat, even if their 
exposed surfaces present the same physical 
conditions to the same action. Budies do 
not all absorb like quantities of light and 
heat of different intensities. Lampblack 
absorbs heat of all intensities in the same 
degree, but most Other substances absorb 
intense heat less readily than heat of low 
intensity, and vice verea. Snow does not 
absorb heat of high intensity as readily as 
it does heat of lesa intensity. If a black 
cloth be spread over the surface of snow it 
is seen that the snow melts more quickly 
under the cloth than around it. This is 
owing to the fact that the black cloth has 
radiated the intense heat of the sun, and 
has converted it into heat of low intensity, 
which is much more readily absorbed by 
the enow than are the direct rays of the 
sun ; hence, the absorption of heat under 
the cloth being greater than that around 
it, the melting is correspondingly more 
rapid. The same effect is produced by 
covering the land with black slate or other 
high-radiating power. It Í9 stated that in 
some sections of Switzerland the people 
strew their lands with black slate powder 
to hasten the melting of the enow. Al­ 
though the radiating power does not de­ 
pend upon the color, yet it is a fact that 
black soils absorb more heat than do light- 
colored ones, It has been proven by 
DIRECT EXPERIMENT 
That the length of time a soil would retain 
heat coresponded to the length of time re- 
qnircd by the dry soil to absorb it ; that is, 
other things being eqnal, the rate at which 
a soil would cool, and conseqnently the 
time it would retain its heat, is dependent 
upon the absolute weight of the soil, which 
in turn depends npon the size of the soil 
particles. Quartz sand, for instance, is a 
heavy and coarse materia! when compared 
to humus or powdered carbonates of mag­ 
nesia, and its retentive power of water is 
almost three times less than that of either 
humus or powdered carbonate of mag­ 
nesia. 
If two soils are saturated 
with water, the absorption of heat 
will be almost identical until the 
liquid water has been removed. Until 
that time the sun acts directly upon the 
water of the soil, and as long as evapora­ 
tion continues but little heat can be ac­ 
cumulated by the soil particles. Water 
absorbs water very slowly—bnt one-hun­ 
dredth as fast as does qnartz sand—and 
therefore no one need expect his soil to 
becom* warmed, no matter how hot the 
sun's rays may be; as long as it is satu­ 
rated with water. Even if it were possi­ 
ble that no evaporation takes place, yet it 
would take a soil about one hundred times 
as long to become warmed when saturated 
with water as it would if the surplns 
moisture had been drained off. We see, 
therefore, that in calculating the probable 
CAPACITY OF A SOIL 
For accnmnlating and retaining heat we 
mast take into consideration its physical 
properties, and especially the subsoil and 
drainage, which so materially govern the 
amount of moisture in the soil. The deserts 
of the earth are, as a general thing, not 
barren from a lack of nntritive matter, 
bat rather from a combination of condi­ 
tions, physical and meteorological, which 
deprives the soil of the necessary water. 
These deserts are constantly swept by 
drying and scorching winds, and this, with 
the facts that there are no mountain ranges 
to condense the moisture of the atmos­ 
phere, and not sufficient moisture to be 
had from the subsoil, renders" them barren 
in the extreme. The absorption of rays of 
light aDd heatvaries with theangleat which 
they strike. The nearer this angle approach­ 
es a right angle the greater the radiation 
and absorption, and the less the reflection. 
The heat of the equatorial regions is caused 
by the almost perpendicularity with which 
the sun’s rays Btrike tho earth. And the 
frigidity of the polar regions is largely due 
to the small angle at which the rays of the 
snn strike. We all know perfectly well 
that the heat rf midday is caused by the 
Bun being in. its zenith ; and the radiation 
and absorption of heat by the earth is con­ 
seqnently at the maximum. 
Sidehilla 
which face the sun radiate and absorb more 
heat than do level plains. This is owing to 
the fact that the rays strike the hillside at 
a greater angle than they do the plain. In 
Italy and France the choicest wines are 
made from grapes grown on hillsides. A 
hillside with 
A SOUTHERN EXPOSURE 
Will often grow and matare frajt which 
woald not ripen on level ground. A south­ 
western exposure is probably preferable for 
most fruits ; for such a one gets tho last 
rays of sun at night, causing the soil to re­ 
tain its warmth longer into the night. 
Neither are early fruits of Buch locations 
so liable to be killed by the too direct heat 
of the snn in the cold Bpring mornings. 
The buds of trees directly facing the rising 
sun, and receiving its first rays on their 
frost-covered foliage are frequently killed 
by an hour of direct sunshine, when, if 
they had been on the southwestern side the 
first rays of heat wonld have been received 
by reflection and radiation, the thawing 
wonld have been gradual, and wonld have 
been unattended by injury to the ewelliog 
buds. Even local obstructions will con­ 
centrate the heat of the sun to a very ap­ 
preciable extent. 
Tropieal trees or vines 
when trained on the sunnyside of a 
stone wall or home will ripen their 
fruit, which wonld never mature in 
the open field. 
The same rays are 
reflected from the wall to the ground 
at snch an angle as to be mnch more 
largely absorbed than if coming directly 
from the sun itselt. When vineB are trained 
close to the surface of the ground 
the heat reflected 
from 
the 
aoil 
and received by the vine has prob­ 
ably as much direct effect npon the fruit 
as that received directly from the sun. 
Grass or other vegetable matter when 
spread over the surface of the soil lowers its 
temperature. It is to this fact that mulch­ 
ing owes much of its efficiency, especially 
in sandy soils, where a forkful of grass 
strewed around the roots of a tree will 
generally carry it through seasons of even 
excessive drought.

A REJOINDER. 
A VaUey Resident Replies to Mr. McClure’s 
Claim for Hydraulic Mining. 
E. L. McClure, in the R ecord U nion 
for May 30th, seeks to make out in favor 
of the hydraulic companies a claim upon 
public consideration, aDd asks: “ Shall 
they be reproached ” for their achieve­ 
ments. Tney are not reproached for thei¡ 
enterprise. 
But energy and enterprise 
must not be directed to the destruction of 
Other msn’s homes and property. W ere 
the hydraulic companies now conducting 
their operations as are the drift and quartz 
mines, and taking out the golden graius for 
their emolument without deluging and de­ 
stroying with their residual products large 
areas, the people of the valleys wonld be 
proud of the unique greatness of their 
flumes and giants. But the integrity of 
property no individuals and no corpora­ 
tions should be allowed to override. It is 
running against the intelligence of our peo­ 
ple to assert that it is consistent with the 
principles of our Government that any in­ 
dividual or individuals should cover up the 
wheat fields and bury the orchards of whole 
strips of country with barren sand in order 
to acquire their wealth. 
THE WRITER ASKS, 
“ Do we want the miner to take out bnt a 
load a day, getting for his labor only 
enough for a mere existence, when it is 
possible not only to exist but to become 
wealthy?” “ Is not the right to mine as 
well established as the right to farm ?” 
Does the acquisition of wealth justify the 
destruction of the property of others ? 
What a mockery is it to claim at the hands 
of the citizens along the Yuba, Feather, 
Bear and Sacramento rivers, in the name of 
equal rights, that because otherwise these 
mining companies will have to take out 
their gravel by cart-loads, realizing but a 
moderate profit, they are then fore entitled 
in fairness to attain wealth at all hazards, 
and if necessary to work the destruction 
of the strips of countries on those rivers 
and the ruining of their inhabitants. The 
right to mine is well established ; but the 
right existing in those inhabitants that 
those enjoying the right to mine shall em­ 
ploy it within the bounds which will ena­ 
ble the former to enjoy their respective 
rights of property, is as well established. 
Objection is made to the method of hy- 
dranlic mining because of its consequences. 
We can best realize those consequences by 
a view of the country where the Bear river 
pours its floods wita their huge burden of 
debris into the Feather. We stand on 
heated sand, glaring at onr feet with the 
reflected rays of a perpendioular sun. To 
the north, above a wilderness of willows, 
we see a line of higher oaks scraggy and 
decayed. They once marked the course of 
the river bed in ’49. Once that was a 
winding channel in the rich bottom. Its 
steep banks were overshadowed by oaks 
and cottonwoods, and the mossy benches 
of its banks were shaded by elders and 
wild rose and grape vines. The fallen tree 
that hung its dank and dusky trunk into 
the stream hid a crevice of the river be­ 
neath where the sportive trout, lying 
low upon the pebbles of the bottom, 
fanned the curling waters. 
Now that 
channel leaves not even the faintest riffle 
upon the level of sand thirty feet above. 
THE OLD OAKS 
Still stand sentinels to the winding grave 
of their old companions. From our stand­ 
ing ground we look south, and as far as 
the eye can reach all is whiteness. The 
monotonons level of sand is scarcely broken 
or relieved by the scattered trees that were 
left by the farmer in his bottom-land field 
for shade at his noonday luncheon. Here, 
formerly, were glades between green oaks 
on whose apongv turf sprang np carpets of 
heavy green. 
From them the antelope 
whisked into the trees as the earlior miner 
reached their coolness on his dreary ride 
across the plains to the placer gravels of 
the Yuba. This turf is buried beneath the 
sandy level. 
Moving on through the 
heavy sand we pass houses abandoned. 
The sand has buried them, their vine- 
hnng porohes and their well curbs, until 
now tut the tops of the windows of the 
lower story are visible. The inmates were 
prosperous farmers. They are ruined now. 
It matters not to them that in fifty or 
one hundred years this land may through 
the labor and care of another generation 
regain a tithe of its former rich­ 
ness. 
They have to have present 
bread for their children. 
Their or­ 
chards and clover fields are buried. 
Their lands 
are 
offered for sale 
for taxes, bnt no buyers offer. Here, 
breaking above the surface of the desert 
covering, appear the tops of fence posts, 
Btretching away in a long file, Beeroing to 
run to no destination and for no purpose, 
and at last to disappear, like the rivera of 
Nevada, in their sinks in the alkali deserts. 
Finilly we come npon a marble shaft. Its 
upper portion alone is visible. Its surface 
has become discolored from the waters 
that each winter have eddied about it, nntil 
now its column is dingy beside the white­ 
ness of the Band that makes a slight wind­ 
blown monnd about it. It marks the site 
of an old graveyard upon an ancient 
monad near the tree-shaded border of tbe 
river. 
Headstones and footstones are 
buried by the covering. A hundred yards 
away a stone higher than the rest is still 
visible—a dark spot npon the white sur­ 
face. The burial grounds have disappeared 
with the fields and fences and barnyards. 
The picture is not overdrawn. It may be 
realized is greater desolation by a ride down 
the former bottom of the Bear, or down 
the Bandy waste that now occupies the 
former valley of the Yuba. 
IT CANNOT BE SAID 
That this effect has been wrought in the 
legitimate exercise of any right. The 
writer of the article which has drawn forth 
tthis discussion admits in these words the 
existence of the ruin wrought : “ There 
is no question, ” he says, ‘1 of damage. 
It is trne lands are covered, levees have 
had to lie bnilt and improvements have 
been destroyed.” Yet he ignores the ex­ 
tent of the land covered, the measure of 
its destruction, and the measure of the 
rain of its proprietors. He assumes that 
hydraulic mining, where it empties its ma­ 
terial within reach of the flood waters of 
the rivers, occupies a legitimate position. 
But it has no standing ground in justice, in 
fairness, or in pnblic expediency. Taking 
the figures of State Engineer Hall, col­ 
lected in 1878 and 1879, we have evidence 
which Mr. McClure cannot impugn. Mr. 
Hall then sought to discover a method of 
preserving hydraulic mining, consistent 
with perfect immunity to the valley and 
the valley river channels from injury. His 
report was a professional, trustworthy 
statement of the proportions below which 
no estimate of the dilapidation in the val­ 
ley oould be reduced, without subjecting 
the author to the chargeof denying indisput­ 
able facts for dishonest purposes and of 
attemptin’ to suppress the truth. He 
found 43,546 acres withdrawn from pro­ 
duction, and absolutely or virtually de­ 
stroyed ; 24,370 acres he estimated at a 
then existing value of 50 cents (fifty cents) 
an acre, and the major part of the rest to 
values ranging from $1 75 to $5 per acre. 
This land was once the rich alluvial soil 
that lay along the river channels for from 
one to five miles in width. It commanded 
ten and fifteen years ago from §40 to §200 
an acre. Now, were it in its original 
purity, it would command from §200 to 
§300 per acre. This area embraces 272 
farms of 160 acres each. The 272 families 
they represent are ousted of their home­ 
steads. The rights of property, our Con­ 
stitution says, are rendered nugatory, not 
that these 75 or 100 companies n ay exer­ 
cise their right to mine their claimB, but 
that they may employ a process more 
Drofitable to them. The least number at 
which the individuals of a family may be 
estimated is five, and 1,370 pecple are, 
therefore, deprived of their homes and 
property. The Government grants rights 
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rare con- 
|rs, but a 
right, as 
prop­ 
er , to profit by ilestrN^^^^grights of 
i, “0 ci* ens. Does the Government ever 
announce that we give a corporation or a 
class a riaht to prey upon others ? Did she 
give to 75 or 100 companies the right to 
sacrifice absolutely the rights of property 
of others—to destroy their homes, blast 
their futures, and inar the prospects of 
their children ? This farming community 
occupied 70 square miles of territory. The 
farming population formed only ono-half 
the inhabitants at the most. A like num­ 
ber found their support from the employ­ 
ment furnished by the needs and products 
of the agriculture. 
Their homes, their 
shops, their stores, have been destroyed ; 
and, deprived of the earnings and savings 
of their past life, they have been com­ 
pelled to seek other territories. Tbe pro­ 
cess was gradual, her.ee the exodus ex­ 
cited no public attention or concern. Doe9 
Mr. McClure pretend to claim that it is in 
the enjoyment of a proper right that the 
hydraulic companies have thus despoiled 
and driven from their property near 3,000 
people ? Can he claim that our system of 
rights, created by the Government, is so 
unjust that it provides for and sanctions 
such an outrageous injury ? Can Mr. 
McClure deny that this injury has 
been done, and this injustice worked? 
What does he call it but an in­ 
justice ? How can he reconciio it with 
any just or fair elements in the claims 
of the hydraulic companies ? Is he not 
staggered by the attempt ? If he ignores 
this injury he merely convicts himself of a 
palpable intention to suppress facts and to 
mislead the public, and of an unscrupulous 
and venal purpose under a pretense of 
righteousness. But because these compa­ 
nies have knowingly prepared to prosecute 
a wrong for their own advantage, because 
they have knowingly laid 6ut a few million 
dollars, for wliioh they can realize no profit 
otherwise, must they be permitted to real­ 
ize the profit from the contemplated 
wrong? Is it not light that they be com­ 
pelled to chauge their process of mining, 
even at a loss they have invited, for tbs 
is all there is at issue? Cm such compa­ 
nies, by the mere fact of an irrecoverable 
ontlay for the purpose become entitled to 
prosecute a wrong, to destroy the property 
of others ? Since 1878 the destroyed area 
has immensely extended. All the Nicolaus 
country is involved. Now full 100.000 
acres are withdrawn from production. 
Marysviile cannot stand more than one or 
two winters. Levees will not defend her. 
Docs Mr. McClure-deny that in the course 
of the coming or the succeeding winter, if 
htdrsnlic operations continue, that her 
streets and buildings will be filled by from 
eight to twelve feet of sand and her site 
abandoned ? Does he consider that the 
hydraulic companies have a right inci­ 
dentally to destroy a city of 5,000 inhah- 
itants ? 
. 
EXAMINING THE VARIOUS ASSERTIONS 
In Mr. McClure’s argument, it is clear that 
he has gone wide of now indisputable facts, 
When he says " It is true that lands are 
covered * * but the land so covered 
makes good and productive soil, in most 
cases better than tbe original,” does he 
mean to convict Mr. Half of misrepresenta­ 
tion when he states in his report that 27,­ 
370 acres have been reduced from an aver­ 
age value of from §40 to §100 an acre to 50 
cents an acre ? W hen Mr. McClure as­ 
serts that the “ destruction of the narigable 
rivers is impossible, ” does he not again 
make an assertion at variance with facts 
established beyond controversy ? Does he 
reflect that Mr. Hall found the bed of the 
Sacramento river filled from the mouth of 
the Feather to the water front of Sacra­ 
mento city to the depth of fifteen feet, and 
from that city down to the very head of 
Suisun Bay to a depth of ten feet ? Does 
he not know that between the years 1850 
and 1860 such steamers as the Confidence 
and Wilson G. Hunt, ocean steamers that 
had come around the Horn from New 
York, plied up and down from San Fran­ 
cisco to Sacramento engaged in the freight 
and passenger traffic, with as mnch ease as 
they could have navigated the Mississippi; 
that steamers like the Capitol, of 
1,600 tons burden, and the Chrys- 
o polis, 
of 
1.100 
tons, 
drawing 
from six to sixteen feet of water were en­ 
gaged in the same trade, and found it more 
profitable than did Bmaller craft. Does he 
not know that now only small flat-bot- 
tomedstern-wheel steamers of from eighteen 
inches to three feet draft can ascend the 
Sacramento, and that aoconling to Cap- 
taina Roberts, Enos Fourat and others they 
feel the snctian of the bottom the entire 
distance, and only ascend with difficulty ? 
But the Sacramento river system is of vital 
value to the rich area of the Sacramento 
valley above Sacramento city for other 
pnrposeB. It is a Hue of drainage that 
draws off floods that would otherwise over­ 
top the levees about Colusa and Tehama, 
and then stand a great lake npon the wheat 
fields of Colusa, Butte and Tehama coun­ 
ties, leaving the grain fields late in the 
Bpring great rivers, to turn, further on in 
the season, into fruitless, sodden plains. 
When the fall in the Sacramento river in 
its long course in the valley is only four 
inches to the mile, is it not of ominous 
import to those counties that a barrier of 
sand is thrown across the Sacramento river 
and the tule basins on either side be­ 
tween the mouths of the Feather and 
Arne ican, a distance of nineteen miles, 
fitteen feet in depth in the river ohannel, 
and that the capacity of the river opposite 
the city is only equal to one-third of tbe 
winter floods it formerly accommodated ? 
Mr. McClure says that “ no damage has 
been done to 
SAN FRANCISCO BAY, 
Nor is there any possibility of it ever being 
done.” “ Investigations have proved that 
tbe mud flats of the bay are almost entire­ 
ly caused by agricultural disturbances of 
the soil.” Does he mean such investiga­ 
tions as those of Mr. O’Brien at the mouth 
of knd np Petaluma creek ? Admitting 
that perhaps one-half of tbe matter now 
being lodged in the bay comes from the 
loose hillsides around, yet does not Mr. 
McClure ignore the report of Mr. Hall that 
in the year 1878 9, 18,100,000 cubic yards 
of material were carried in suspension by 
the water going into the Sacramento, and 
that only 4,900,000 cubic yards were na­ 
tural wash, while 13,200,000 cubic yards 
were, in tho words of Mr. Hall, “ due 
directly to mining operations,” and finally 
that only 2,100,000 cubic yards escaped 
into the basin, 16,000,000 being carried by 
the water to its destination. Does he not 
know that the steamboat captains, Roberts, 
Fonrat, and others, testified that they had 
noticed a rapid filling in the bay cotempo- 
raneons with the development of hydraulic 
miniDg ; that in San Pablo bay there were 
eleven or twelve fathoms in 1860, where 
now there are six ; and that the filling con­ 
tinues to San Francisco bay until now, at 
Angel Uland, it ia about eight feet ? These 
men have constantly sounded these baja 
during fogs. Mr. McClure, also, has not 
observed that the heavy sands which he 
declares are dropped at the mouths of the 
canyons are carried forty and sixty miles 
away, to below Sacramento city, and tbat 
for twenty milea below Washington farms 
can be found partially or totally rained 
by coarse grey sand, in places six feet 
deep. He has not noticed that in this 
quarter this incipient burial has extended 
its front to within twenty-five miles of San 
Pablo bay. The figures of State Engineer 
Hall have been naed exclusively in this ar­ 
ticle, because for the purpose of the hy­ 
draulic companies he was au impartial in­ 
vestigator, aud they canDot deny his find­ 
ings withoat exposing unscrupulous bad 
faith on their part. 
THE EXHORTATION TO THE VALLEY, 
“ To waste no more money and efforts in 
suicidal war on yonr friends,” is rather 


hypocritical. Should the hydraulic com­ 
panies shnt down their operations and de­ 
clare their intention to abstain from further 
operations until they could avoid doing 
injury in the valley, they would in truth 
be friends. Now they are aggressors on 
rights, and are enemies. It is a cool prop­ 
osition, to ask the property-owners of the 
valley to let the hydraulic companies con­ 
tinue filling their river channels, overtop­ 
ping levees whose construction has embar­ 
rassed the builders, flooding the corn fields 
and orohards with worthless sand, cover­ 
ing the fences, and filling the kitchens and 
living-rooms of the homesteads; and if they, 
the valley owners will act in this friendly 
manner, the hydraulic companies will ex­ 
peditiously and contentedly seek to find 
some practical method of preventing this 
ruinous effect from their tailings ; but, at 
any rate, these large-hearted and friendly 
persons in the valley who are thus, it is 
to be regretted, injured, may be assured 
tbat they, the hydraulic companies, will 
act with good faith and with the diligence 
reasonably to be expected from them un­ 
der the circumstances. 
Dams are at all events out of thequestion. 
But even the discussion of dams, whatever 
our belief as to tneir efficiency or futility, 
is out of the question until the hydraulic 
companies shut down their floodgates and 
cease their injury. The first step is for 
them to stop tue injury aud the violation of 
rights, and then we can all consider what 
measures will enable them to resume th- ir 
operations without prejudice to any part. 
Meanwhile the friendly peopla of Mary», 
ville and Y'uba City, Sacramento and Bear 
and Feather rivers, will agree not to sue 
any uf them for damages done within tbe 
statutory time in the immediate past.

SOME CORRECTIONS. 
Criticism oí the United States Mineral 
Census. 
A California miner, writing to the En­ 
gineering and Mining Journal, criticises 
the statistics of the production of the 
precious metals in the United States, as 
compiled from the United States census. 
He declares they are incorrect. Theee 
statistics the R ecord U n io n some time 
since published. According to the cor­ 
respondent, Amador county is omitted in 
toto. “ El Dorado county lies in the very 
heart of the mining region, and the pro­ 
duct has been ‘ estimated ;’ but the esti­ 
mate is at least 66 per cent, in excess of 
the placer pioduction. Yuba county is 
also ‘estimated,’ but ia this case with 
greater accuracy than was reached in other 
counties by compilation of the retnrns of 
the young gentlemen who personally 
visited them. Tuolumne, one of the prin­ 
cipal central mining counties, accessible in 
a day’s travel irom San Francisco, is also 
‘estimated.’ Here, as in Yuba, 
THE GUESS AT THE TOTAL PRODUCT, 
Five hundred aud fifty-nine thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-eight dollars, is more 
reliable than tne work of the census agents. 
But tbe §300 000 included as from ‘ pocket 
mines ’ should have been credited to quartz 
mining, which would reduce the placer 
production to §259.828. Plumas, one of 
the most important placer countieB in the 
State, has an annual production not less 
than $1,000,000. The Mint statistics show 
returns of §857,305, of which more than 
§500,000 is from ground washings. Yet 
this county is credited in the Census Re­ 
port with but §164,259 from placers. It 
has but few vein mii.es, bnt these are of 
great extent. There are manifAt errors in 
the figures representing the counties of 
Humboldt, Shasta, Siskiyou aud Del 
Norte. The returns from these counties 
were probably wild office-guesses. Butte 
county receives credit for about two thirds 
of its actual production. 
TIIE MOST INEXCUSABLE ERRORS 
Are perpetrated in the alleged returns 
from the counties of Placer and Nevada— 
the leading gold producers of the State. 
Both are on the line of railroad travel, 
and the most distant point in either is 
within twenty four hours’jonrney from the 
headquarters of the Mineral Census office 
in San Francisco. The retnrns to the Mint 
.officials from Placer county ground wash­ 
ings show tbat nearly §700,(XX) were de­ 
rived from the placers alone. The total 
production of the county was nearer 
§1,000,000, as will appear from Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’a shipments. Bnt Mineral 
Census statistics credit Placer county with 
only §2S9,36S from ground washings, and 
$60,000 from vein mining. The latter is 
attributed to the workings of some tailings 
near Colfax ; whereas the fact is that a ten- 
stamp mill was constantly employed at tbe 
Rising Snn mine during the entire year. 
The very existence of Auburn, and its rich 
qnartz ledges and numerous mills, is totally 
ignored. 
BUT THE CLIMAX OF MISREPRESENTATION 
Is reached in the returns from Nevada 
county. 
This county, notoriously the 
richest gold region in the world, is cred­ 
ited by the Mineral Census Report with 
only §42,631 from all classes of gronnd 
washing, and less than §1,000,000 from 
vein miniDg. The mint returns show a pro­ 
duction of over two aDd three-fourths mill­ 
ions from this county for the corresponding 
year. The production of two leading hy­ 
draulic mines for the year 1880 was as fol 
lows : North Bloomfield, §287,924 18 ; 
Milton, $377,826 4"2. Adding the yield of 
the Eureka Lake and tbe South Yuba for 
1880 would swell the amount of these four 
mines alone to more than one and an eighth 
million dollars. Colonel G. H. Mendell, 
of the United States Engineers, in an offi­ 
cial report to the Secretary of War, Febru­ 
ary 2, 18S2, says of s region embracing 
only a small portion of Nevada county, 
‘ The production of theSan.Tnan ridge in 
the year 1881 was §1,705,019.’ Thia refers 
to placer mines ODly. But tbe census 
agents disposed of the entire county with 
a credit of §42,631, from ‘scattering’ 
sources. 
THE TOTAL OF THEIR RETURNS 
And estimates, thus made up, gives for the 
placer production of California §5,039.932, 
to which is coolly added an item of §3,541,­ 
050 for ‘additional production, estimated 
from transportation statistics.’ There is 
not the slightest intimation as to the por­ 
tions of the State principally affected by 
this huge deficiency ; the larger part of it 
belongs to just those counties in which the 
production is both largest and most easily 
ascertained. Even by tbe additional three 
and a half millions, the total production 
from California placer and hydraulic mines 
is made to be less by one-third than the 
annual product established by the sworn 
testimony of the engineer experts in the 
Little York and Gold Run debris cases, 
and by the reports of Colonel Mendell. As 
I have already remarked, an analysis of 
the statistics shows not only ignorance or 
neglect in tbe agents, bnt a deficiency in 
knowledge on the part of their superiors. 
Mr. King himself, who probably did little 
or no work in the matter, may be snpposed 
at least to have glanced at the peges to be 
issued over his name ; and he must 
, BE HELD RESPONSIBLE 
For permittingt the publication, if he was 
not actually he author, of (the startling 
statement on page 11 of. the report, that 
the ‘ final exhaustion ’ of ‘the vast deposits 
of auriferons gravel,’ ‘in view of the 
enormous hydraulic operations Dow being 
prosecuted, is to be looked for at no very 
distant day.’ This sweeping assertion, 
affecting the value of §100,000,000 of in­ 
vested capital in California, is directly con­ 
trary to tbe facts developed in the investi­ 
gation of the debris question, which has 
occupied the attention of onr Legislatures 
and Courts since 1876. It is fortunate that 
a gravel mine is not so quickly exhausted 
as a census agent.

(Frances Buraev (Sfadame 1' Vrbiav), born at 
Lynn Kegir, Norfolk, 13th June, 1752; died at Bath, 
6th January, 1840 She was the second daughter of 
Dr. Charlee Burney, the author of the “ History of 
Mtuic,” and was for five vears one of the keepers of 
the robes to queen Charlotte. She had many op­ 
portunities of studying society and manners, and 
her works show that she did not neglect them. Her 
moat notable productions are : " bveliua, or the His­ 
tory of a Young Lacy’s Introduction to the World” 
’(from which we quote;; “ Cecilia, or the Memoirs 
of an Heiress 
'* Camilla, or a Mcture of Youth 
"The Wanderer, or Female Difficulties 
and the 
‘’Memoirs of her father. Dr. Burney.” Her diary, 
pub.ished after her death, contains several valuable 
sketches of soqiety towards the close of the last 
century. Dr. Johnson said : “ Mibs Burney íb a 
real wonder. What she is, she is intu tively.” 
Macaulay thought that41 Miss Burnev did for the 
hnglish novel what Jeremy Collier did for the En­ 
glish drama. She first showed that a tale might he 
written in which both the fasnionabie and the vui- 
?ar life of London might he exhibited with great 
oree, and with br.iaii comic humor, and which yet 
should not contain a single line inconsistent with 
rigid moral ity."l

Matthew Arnold is » critic whose am- 
mad versions no community or individual 
can wisely or safely contemn or neglect. 
In the Nineteenth Cmtnry for May he has 
a paper on American civilization which 
deserves very thoughtful consideration. It 
is called forth by an attack on Mr. Arnold 
because of some supposed strictures upon 
the United States. In his happiest man­ 
ner he proceeds to show, first, that he 
really-did not say what was attributed to 
him : second, that if he had said it there 
would hftve been no difficulty in estab­ 
lishing its tru th ; third, that notwith­ 
standing much boasting- the level of Amer­ 
ican civilization is very low. Now it must 
be borne in mind, as a precautionary con­ 
sideration, that Mr. Arnold has criticised 
England without the least mercy ; that he 
his described her as a country in which 
the upper class is barbarous, the middle 
class vulgar, and the lower class brutal. 
From a critic who speaks thus of his own 
countrymen we cannot expect anything in 
the nature of flattery, and we may well 
give him credit for impartiality, and even 
when his conclusions are palpably errone­ 
ous, for a desire to get at the truth. A 
Boston journal,while admitting that Amer­ 
ican civilization is deficient in many re­ 
spects, nevertheless asserted that if Mr. 
Arnold Bhould ever visit the United States 
he would find " in the smaller cities of the 
“ interior, in the northern, middle and 
“ southeastern States, an elegant and sim 
“ pie social order, as entirely nnknown in 
* ‘ England, Germany or Italy as the pri- 
“ vate life of the dukes or princes of the 
“ blood is nnknown in America,'’ Mr. 
Arnold does not deny that this may be so, 
but he ventures to suggest that the Boston 
journal has nnconsciously exaggerated the 
extent and importance of this “ elegant 
“ and simple social order,’1 and he bases 
this exaggeration upon the apparent ab­ 
sence of anything indicative of even a me­ 
dium degree of culture in the life of the 
masses of the American people. 
Perhaps it may be said that the civiliza­ 
tion of a far-off province like California can 
afford no criterion ; that it is merely an 
example of the lowest stages of Ameri­ 
can cniture ; and that we must go to the 
longest settled States on the Atlantic sea­ 
board to find what the Boston journal 
speaks of. But it is indisputable that if 
in any part of the country an influential 
class of the bind referred to really existed, 
or if, as our Boston journalist alleges, such 
a class were diffused through the nation, it 
would produce very decided and unmistak 
able effects. And such effects are wanting. 
The signs and tokens of American civiliza­ 
tion at Boston are in all essentials identical 
with the signs and tokens of civilization at 
San Francisco. 
The things after which 
Americans seek are everywhere the same. 
The U9es to which education is put are 
everywhere the same. 
And, speaking 
generally, the tone of what is called culti 
vated society is the same. 
Nor doee in­ 
quiry seem to warrant the employ 
ment of a high standard wherewith to 
measure this prevailing civilization. The 
Boston journal above spoken of tells Mr. 
Arnold that everywhere in the United 
States are to be found groups of people 
“ of good taste, good manners, good educa- 
“ tion and of self-respect, peers of any 
“ people in the world. Such people read the 
“ best books, they interpret the best music, 
“ they are intereeted in themes world 
“ wide, and they meet each other with 
“ that mutual courtesy and self-respect 
“ which belong to men and women who 
“ are sure of their footing." Doubtless 
there are such groups, bat what Mr. Ar- 
Dold contends is that they are the excep­ 
tions, and that they have not as yet 
leavened the lump of American vulgarity 
and barbarism. 
The qu-stion is, whether this is the cor­ 
rect conclusion. Mr. Arnold believes that 
we are for the moat part Philistines, and 
we are obliged to say that we think he is 
right. For, if we enter the inexorable 
Temple of Truth, where it is impossible 
to avoid telling out the thing that is, 
without any evasion or eqnivocation, we 
mnBt acknowledge that there is a lamenta­ 
ble absence of sweetness and light in our 
civilization. The pursuit of wealth in its 
moat sordid forms constitutes the absorbing 
occupation of our men. The pursuit of 
pleasure in its moat frivolous and unintel­ 
lectual forma constitutes the absorbing oc 
enpation of onr women. We are speaking 
now of the prosperous class ; of those, that 
is to say, who, having acquired the means 
of sabeistence, may be expected to ntilize 
their leisure for higher aims, if the desire 
for better things be with them. Now it is 
certain that in America there is a larger 
percentage of people who possess a compe 
tence, than can be found in any other 
conntry ; bat there is not a larger percent­ 
age of cultured people. Our rich men for 
the most part never recognize in themselves 
any higher life. They go on accumulating 
money in a gross and vulgar w ay; they 
spend profusely upon a sort of barbarous 
splendor of ostentation ; they occasionally 
endow edncational institutions or academies 
of science or art galleries; bnt it cannot 
be said that they do much to farther the 
humane life. Nor does our middle class do 
more. 
The American publisher thinks 
himself exoeptionally fortunate if of the 
very best books he can sell an edition of 
10,000 copies ; and this in a nation of 
50,000,000 soula. That is a gauge of the 
literary taste of the country which proves a 
great deal. 
It must be confessed that our society is 
generally shallow, frivolous, unintellectual, 
occupied with scandal and gossip, indiffer­ 
ent to or ignorant of literature, coquetting 
in a feminine way with the outposts of art, 
but neither serious nor well-infqrmed on 
any of the “ world-wide themes ’’ of which 
the Boston critic speaks. As for onr busi­ 
ness men, they know and care more about 
fast horses than about books, and as for 
our public men, they have for some time 
ceased to be acquainted with anything bnt 
the low and depraving arts of the political 
“ machine.” There is plenty of energy 
and force in American society. It con­ 
tains the germs of a higher civilization, 
beyond question. But when we are asked 
whether the higher civilization is already 
present ; whether this Bociety has reached 
a development entitling it to look down 
upon that of Europe, we must answer in 
the negative. It is thus far in a very crudo 
condition. The rapid development of ma­ 
terial prosperity has hitherto afforded lit­ 
tle opportunity for the cultivation of the 
intellectual side. Our public education, 
our free libraries, onr colleges and uni­ 
versities, are all effortj toward the higher 


life, but they have not yet produced 
marked changes for the better. Society 
neglects Literature, and no society which 
does this can be really highly cultured. 
The mere spending of money upon per­ 
sonal adornment, whether in houses, horses, 
carriages or clothes, is vulgar, and nothing 
else ; and yet this continues to constitute 
almost the highest happiness known to the 
majority of our prosperous class. Of a 
iurety we have very far to go before we 
can hope to escape the criticism of so clear­ 
sighted and intelligent an observer as 
Matthew Arnold.

rience no relief this summer, while the 
manufacturers will continue to be embar­ 
rassed. Thus the situation must become 
worse instead of better, and we shall not 
be surprised if the strikes spread until the 
labor troubles resulting become so serious 
as to frighten even fools into realizing the 
necessity of a speedy change of policy. 


A QUEER AFFAIR. 


At a Free Trade dinner given in New 
Vork recently, Mr. David A. Wells ex­ 
pressed the belief that protection is pre­ 
paring for the country a crisis in which 
Labor will, by its disaffection, do more 
than any agency extant to educate the pub­ 
lic mind on the tariff question. He pointed 
out that we are getting into this country a 
great body of foreign laborers, who are 
turning out immense quantities of goods, 
far too much to be consumed at home, 
while the tariff prevents them from being 
sent abroad. These foreign laborers, living 
upon low wageB, will, when over-produc 
tion paralyzes manufacturing, become tur­ 
bulent, and may produce serious trouble ; 
and thus the fallacy of the protective as­ 
sumptions about Labor will be made man! 
test to the people, and the way be paved 
for a change*. Already this prediction is 
fulfilling itself. Already fifty thousand 
workmen are on strike for higher wages, 
without any prospect of success. Protec­ 
tion has as UBual traveled in a circle. A 
few days ago the statement was published, 
by Government authority, that wageB in 
America were one hundred percent, higher 
than in Europe. At the very time this 
absurd statement was being put forth, 
thousands of American laborers were strik 
ing because their wages were so dispropor­ 
tionate to the cost of living that they oculd 
not maintain themselves upon them. It 
was equally' impudent and futile for the 
Government at such a time to ad­ 
vance a statement which every econo­ 
mist 
knows to be false, and which 
was 
so flatly contradicted by the 
facts. It was equally puerile and dis­ 
honest to pretend to believe that the rate 
of wages is measured by their nominal 
amount merely. It is not enough to 
know the nominal amount of wages. That 
alone tells nothing. We must know what 
is the purchase power of money before we 
can say whether wages are higher or lower 
than elsewhere. 
- 
And in this case we know that the 
purchasing power of wages in the United 
States is very much less than in England ; 
so much less that the English workman, 
though his nominal wages may be twenty- 
five or even thirty per cent, less, really 
earns more than the American, becanse 
his money will go so much further. The 
cost of living in America has advanced 
during the last two years more than 
twenty-five per cent., while wages have 
not advanced at all, and in some trades 
have been actually reduced. 
Protection 
has not kept up American wages, as its 
advocates claim that it does. The present 
strikes are the best refutation of that 
pretense. 
Here is a system the only 
excuse for which is that it protects 
American labor; and under it American 
labor is forced to strike, because it cannot 
live upon Protection wages. And the Pro­ 
tection system operates with equal incon­ 
gruity upon the manufacturers. How is it 
that they are not in a condition to grant 
the demands of the workmen ? How is 
it that Protection has failed to protect 
them ? There is no donbt as to the reality 
of the burden it imposes upon all the rest 
of the nation. W hat reason for maintain­ 
ing it can there be if it does not after all 
protect the small minority of manufact­ 
urer* and artisans it was ostensibly estab­ 
lished to gnard ? The answer is that the 
tariff has itself brought about the present 
stagnation. It prevents American goods 
from being sent to foreign markets. It 
shnts American manufacturers up to the 
domestic market. Protection stimulates 
production nnnatnrally, and then ob­ 
structs the distribution of the goods so pro­ 
duced. In thia way it paralyzes commerce, 
and deprives labor of employment. 
But as Mr. Wells points out, we are 
constantly importing foreign laborers, and 
these swell our production, and then, being 
thrown ont of work by the natural opera­ 
tion of Protection, and being ignorant of 
our institutions and impatient of restraint, 
they make trouble, as they did in 1876. 
For such turbulence there is no provis­ 
ion in onr governmental arrangements, and 
when it occurs the state machinery either 
collapses or sticks fast. But so long as 
Protection ie maintained we shall continue 
to be exposed to this danger, and it will 
grow more serious every year. Even now 
it is impossible to tell how far the present 
labor troubles may extend. It is truq that 
the strikers have chosen their time very 
ill—so ill that their suocese ie almost im­ 
possible. But it ie not lesa true that they 
have genuine sufferings to oomplain of, 
and that though they have mistaken the 
8or.rce of their troubles they have very 
formidable difficulties to contend with. 
The ooat of living has risen so greatly that 
they cannot live on the current wages. 
The employers cannot afford to pay any 
more, for they themselves are obliged to 
curtail production. But so long as the Re­ 
publican party teaches the workmen that 
Protection is in their interest, so long will 
it be responsible for the misapprehension 
which leads them to strike for higher wages 
upon a falling market, and which threatens 
the country with extensive labor riots. 
Not until the real cause of the troubles is 
removed will they vanish, and the real 
cause has thus far not been touched. 
Strikes are blind and nnintelligent efforts 
at redress, directed against the wrong 
quarters. It is not the employers who 
possess the capacity to relieve the distress 
of the workingmen. It is Congress. Be­ 
fore there can be a return to prosperity the 
tariff must be revised, and an outlet must 
be made for American goods, and the 
prices of necessaries in the home market 
must be reduced by taking the fetters off 
trade generally. When that is done there 
will be no more strikes, for the purchasing 
power of wages will then increase, trade will 
recover its normal activity, and it will, more­ 
over, become and remain steady. At pres­ 
ent, however, nothing is being done to 
improve or alleviate the situation. The 
appointment of a Tariff Commission is a 
blunder which íb almost a crime. The 
high Protectionists have the control of 
Congrees, and the workingmen will expe­ 


lt appears that a scheme for a lecturing 
tour with Jesse James as the subject, is to 
be seriously undertaken, and that the first 
lecture has already been delivered. The 
lecturer is described as an illiterate person 
who mangles English grammar, and who 
merely gives a sort of catalogue of the 
crimes of his hero. It is extremely doubt­ 
ful whether this novel enterprise can be 
made to pay expenses outside of the border 
States. In that peculiar and little under­ 
stood region, where a murderer aud thief 
can be a prominent church-member, and 
where clergymen join in sannding his 
praises when he is dead ; where Governors 
enter into " negotiations ” with such char 
acters, aud journalists print fierce articles 
denouncing all who have been concerned 
in the effort to suppress the worst band of 
cut-throats that ever infested a country ; it 
is perhaps possible for the widow of Jesse 
James to draw considerable audiences when 
she appears on the platform and “ weeps 
“ copiously ” while the lecturer is going 
over the affecting list of her late husband's 
murders and robberies. It is indeed quite 
impossible to say what may not be done in 
that wonderful region, which combines the 
pleasing peculiarities of Ireland under 
the Whiteboys with those of the Scottish 
Highlanders during the palmy days 
of the Mosstroopers and Rob Roys, 
and the people of which cherish 
no effeminate prejudices against assassins, 
tion or highway robbery. It is interesting 
to note also that even while this lecture 
enterprise is being inaugurated, another 
bold bank robbery has been committed in 
Missouri, and that rumor credits it to 
Frank James, the brother of the late la 
mented Jesse. Perhaps Frank has not so 
speedily “ gone back on ” his recent pro­ 
mise to Governor Crittenden: or perhaps 
the “ negotiations” with the Governor 
have fallen throngh, in consequence of his 
unreasonable parsimony. Clearly, how­ 
ever, the participation of Frank James in 
a fresh bank robbery would surprise none 
of bis friends and neighbors, and it is by 
no means impossible that they would 
think more highly of him for recurring to 
the occupation of his sportive youth, than 
if he accepted a pardon from the State, 
and tamely set himself down to obey the 
laws. The obvions deduction to be drawn 
from these episodes is, however, that there 
are regions in the United States which are 
to-day almost as far removed from real 
civilization as the interior of Africa, and 
that the public school system, if it has had 
any existence there, has thus far counted 
for very little. 


THE MORAL OF THE JAPANESE IN­ 
DEMNITY. 
The Senate has once more refused to 
agree to the repayment of the $700,000 
which has been dishonestly withheld from 
Japan during some fifteen years. There is 
no explanation or defense of this. The 
objections made by Senators to the repay­ 
ment were either impudent or trivial, or 
both. 
In Bhort the only indication af­ 
forded by the incident was of a positive 
reluctance to act honorably where the re­ 
payment of money is concerned. The 
New York Evening Poet points out there is 
one moral of this affair which deserves 
more consideration than it apparently re­ 
ceives. It is that if the Government ex­ 
hibits so shameless a disregard of its own 
moral obligations, the people cannot be 
expected to maintain a higher ethical 
standard in their dealings. This is trae, 
and it is doubtless one reason why such 
brazen frauds as the McGarraban claim are 
forced upon Congress year after year in 
defiance of condemnation and exposure. 
The morality of the government in a de­ 
mocracy will be eventually the morality of 
the majority, and if the government is dis­ 
honest it cannot hope or expect to 
be dealt with from a lofty 
moral 
plane. The Civil Service system which has 
so long obtained has done a great deal to 
corrupt national morals, beyond a doubt, 
and the constant resort to trickery and 
fraud in politics has reacted upon business 
morals disastrously. Nor can it long be 
pretended that the morals of the govern 
ment in a democrasy are worse than those 
of the people at large. In regard to the 
payment of the Japanese indemnity it 
might fairly be suspected that the disregard 
of the plainest moral obligation shown by 
Congress in thia matter was really the re­ 
flection of a prevailing sentiment, inasmuch 
as the indemnity has been dne for many 
years, and yet has been withheld by sev­ 
eral successive Congresses, all acting 
equally without justification. In fact cases 
of this kind seem to warrant the ascription 
to the American people of a very low moral 
tone, and if such an accusation is not 
justified it will be very difficult to explain 
the cauBe of the refusal of the Government 
to meet its just obligations, and of the in­ 
difference of the people to this and similar 
exhibitions of dishonesty. 


MORE A88A8EINATIONS. 
Two more assassinations are reported 
from Ireland. A landlord and his military 
escort, a dragoon, have been shot from 
behind a hedge with rifles. The landlord 
had, of conrse, and as usual, rendered him­ 
self obnoxious to his tenants. We have 
never heard of an Irish agrarian murder 
yet in which some such defense for the 
outrage was Bot instantly put up. In fact 
there are evidently a large nnmber of 
people who hold that it is quite sufficient 
explanation of the most brutal and coward­ 
ly mnrder to say that the victim was a 
landlord, and had evicted some of his ten­ 
ants. 
Farnell and Dillon will have an 
uphill task in fighting the Repression bill 
while their friends in Ireland are thus 
emphasizing the beauties of a policy of con­ 
ciliation. Nor will the assertion that the 
Irish people are not approvers of these 
detestable crimes be believed by those 
who see and realize that the assassins in 
all such cases are encouraged to perpetrate 
these crimes by the assurance that their 
countrymen will never give any informa­ 
tion that can criminate them, to the au­ 
thorities. The escape up to the present 
time of the assassins of Lord Frederic 
Cavendish and Mr. Burke is by no means 
so discreditable to the police as it is to 
the Irish people, for it is well understood 
that such atrocious criminals never could 


have escaped justice in any country in 
which the popular feeling was not with 
them, and against the law. The assassins 
of Bonrke will no donbt be as safe from ar­ 
rest as those of Cavendish and Burke, and 
though Pamell may speak the truth when 
he Bays that the Land League has no or­ 
ganization at Go{t, where the last mnrder 
was committed, it is very certain that the 
Land League agitation has been the fruit­ 
ful parent of crime in the past. 
MEXiCaN DUTIES. 


PACIFIC SLOPE. 


The Mexican Con gress has decided to re" 
peal the export dnty on silver coin and 
bullion, in order, among other reasons, to 
encourage the investment of American cap­ 
ital in Mexican mines. This íb a wise 
measure, and it will promote the interests 
of Mexico considerably. The Congress of 
that country, however, ought to subject its 
whole tariff to a rigorous revision, for it is 
at present very much worse than our own, 
and that is saying a great deal. In fact the 
Mexican tariff has hitherto been largely 
instrumental in hindering the development 
of the country, and QDtil it has been mod­ 
ified it will be hopeless to look for any 
rapid or extensive growth in commerce or 
manufactures. The chief evil of the Mexi­ 
can tariff consists in the fact that instead 
of being a nniform system for the whole 
Republic, it varies for every State. Each 
State in fact has a tariff of its own, and the 
result is that the farther goods are carried 
the more they have to pay, so that the 
general result is to prohibit the importa­ 
tion of foreign manufactures save to the 
frontier settlements. A more unstates 
manlike arrangement than this could not be 
devised, but hitherto the administration 
has been so lax, and the federal power so 
ineffectual, that it has been found impossi­ 
ble to persuade the Congrees to undertake 
a work of fiscal reform certain to incur the 
hostility of the official class in the prov­ 
inces. Nevertheless the conntry cannot be 
opened up nntil these formidable obstruc­ 
tions are removed, and it is to be hoped 
that the repeal of the duty on the export 
of silver is an earnest of better things to 
come. There can be no doubt that if the 
Mexican Government could bring itself to 
remodel its tariff completely, or, still bet­ 
ter, repeal it, the country would at once 
begin to advance by leaps and bounds. 
Thus far American capital and en­ 
terprise have been 
prevented from 
obtaining a firm foothold in Mexico 
by these absurd and antiquated laws, 
and it is also evident that jealousy 
of America has had not a little to do with 
the indisposition to remove them. That 
this jealouBy has not been wholly ground­ 
less is shown by the notorious fact that 
there has always been an American faction 
of some kind trying to excito a war with 
Mexico, or to devise some scheme tending 
towards annexation. The Mexicans, there­ 
fore, are quite pardonable for believing 
that the Americans regard their conntry 
with covetous eyes, and for apprehending 
that if they helped the Yankees to estab­ 
lish themselves among them, they might 
wake up some morning and find their juris­ 
diction gone. The uses of Mexico to the 
United States, however, can be best devel­ 
oped without annexation. We have too 
many ignorant and mn-assimilative people 
to deal with already, without wishing to 
undertake the charge and education of ten 
millions more. If Mexico will take away 
the barriers which prevent her natural 
resources from being opened np, and will 
guarantee security for life and property 
within her boundaries, in less than ten 
years hundreds of millions of American 
capital will be invested there, and the 
conntry will assume an aspect of prosperity 
such as it has never known before. We 
hope that the Mexican Congress has at 
last reached the point of realizing its own 
interests, and that the repeal of the silver 
duties is only a beginning of fiscal reform 
there. 
THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 
Fuller information regarding the per. 
tonnel of the new Tariff Commission only 
confirms the impression that it is intended 
to be a high protectionist organization, 
and that nothing good can be expected 
from it. As to the plaint of some of onr 
contemporaries, that the Pacific coast has 
been shabbily nsed in being denied repre­ 
sentation upon the Commission, we are in­ 
clined to think that it is just as well so. 
With a body so constituted it would have 
been idle to expect any salutary results, 
and if we had been represented we should 
only have been the more disappointed. So 
far as can be seen there is not the least 
reason to expect an honest or nsefnl report 
from this Commission. Whatever eman­ 
ates from it will be dictated by the selfish 
interests of the protected manufacturers. 
The people of the United States do not 
seem to be represented upon it at all, nor is 
there a single member whose name con­ 
veys any assurance of ability, or good 
faith. The President has ostentatiously 
selected unfit men, and as ostentatiously 
rejected eminently fit ones who were to 
be had. It is perhaps the worst chosen 
commission of the kind ever brought to­ 
gether, and the only thing that can be 
said for it is that its report cannot either 
surprise or disappoint anyone, because its 
bias is notorious beforehand. 


NO REASON FOR ALARM. 
A dispatch states that Dorsey is evi­ 
dently not at all alarmed because of the 
star route prosecutions, since he is at pres­ 
ent negotiating for the purchase of the 
finest house in Denver, as a residence. We 
know of no reason why Dorsey should be 
apprehensive. Certainly the way in which 
the star ronte proceedings have been con­ 
ducted has not been calculated to frighten 
anybody but the public, who might well 
fear that the evil doers would escape. 
Dorsey, however, beiDg a defendant in the 
case, is naturally not alarmed. It is never 
the defendants in Government prosecu­ 
tions who suffer. In fact the star ronte 
defendants have been so fully cognizant of 
this that they have never taken the least 
pains to conceal their light-heartedness, 
and it is therefore surprising that any aa- 
tonishment should now be expressed at 
Dorsey’s nonchalance. It is a good many 
years since the Government left off con­ 
victing the thieves who plunder it, and 
when their operations have been particu­ 
larly bold it generally looks as thongh the 
Government itself was rather apprehensive 
of being convicted. Dorsey has nothing 
to fear. The only people who have any 
reason to tremble are the tarpayers, and 
their case is hard.

She left San Francisco at 10:25 Wednesday 
morning, reached Astoria at 4:45 A H., dis­ 
charged 51 tons of freight, left at 5:45, an<2 
reached here at 1:15 P. M.—fifty hours and 
forty minutes from dock to dock, beatiug the 
Columbia’s best time one hour and twenty- 
five minutes. A remarkable iccident wan

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
Advices from Victoria. 
V ictoria, June 9th.—No portion of tbe 
land lately taken up under the local act waa 
appropriated by the Indian Commissioner, 
but it is said that at the head of the Albeni 
Canal a settler has encroached on the Indian 
reserve, and will be dispossessed. The Indi­ 
ans have set up a preposterous claim to M r. 
Clark's farm, but that of course cannot be 
entertained, it having been held as private 
property for more than twenty years. 
A schooner of 90 or 100 tons bnrthen was 
found floating bottom up by Captain Spring 
and others, some thirty miles sonth of Cape 
Flattery. Captain Spring made fast to her. 
but was forced by the heavy weather to cast 
her off. By sweeping under the wreck with 
a line, it was found that the masts were gone. 
The name of the vessel was under water, but 
tbe words “ San Francisco” could be made 
out.On Fiiday Captain Testers, who sailed a 
schooner amongst the islands of the Gulf of 
Georgia, was bringing oyer to Barrard Inlet 
a settler with some sheep from a email island 
in the vicinity of Cowhican Gap, 'and when 
off Point Grsy Captain Testers called the 
settler to take tbe helm, as he felt sick. He 
was no sooner relieved than he dropped dead. 
Reports from the mainland state that the 
flood was receding to-day. * At Sumas the 
water is nearly np to the foot of the rock on 
which Miller’s house stands. The orchard» 
and farms are all nnder water. As far as the 
eye can reach there is nothing to be seen but 
water. Several houses are submerged to 
their second Btories, and the small cabina 
have entirely disappeared. Household fur­ 
niture passed New Westminster, bound lor 
the Gulf, yesterday morning. It was ac­ 
cepted as evidence that some house with it* 
contents had been carried off by the flood. 
A Rush of W aters. 
M atsqui, June 6th.—At 9 o’clock thin 
morning tbe planking of the gate of No. 3 
slough succumbed to the heavy pressure ef 
water and caved in, allowing the water acceae 
to the prairie. Shortly after the water bunt 
through between the floodgate and tbe bank 
on No. 2 slough. The water is now rushing 
through at a terrific rate. At the time of the 
collapse tbe water was within twenty inches of 
the high-water mark of 1876 The damage by 
the breaking of this costly dyke will reach 
$100,000. A great fertile plain, which had 
been reclaimed, is now entirely nnder water. 
C hilliw hack, June 6-.h.—The water ha» 
now reached within eighteen inches of the 
mark of 1876, tnd is still rising. The trunk 
road is submerged for miles, and culverts 
floated off. All the low land is covered. It 
is difficult at present to estimate the amount 
of damage to crops, but it will be very heavy. 
No loss of stock or damage to buildings is 
reported. Traffic is entirely suspended. Tbe 
Chilliwhack river is about at a stand, oyving 
to tbs cloudy weather which set in yesterday 
evening, and which still continnes. 
Y ale, June 8th.—The new railroad work» 
have been damaged at this point by high 
water, which covers the wagon road to a 
depth of thirteen feet. Direct telegraphic 
communication with California has been in­ 
terrupted since Saaday.

O perations a t th e Novato Orchard. Marin 
County. 
M atthew Cocke, Chief Executive H orticult­ 
ural Officer, has just returned from an official 
visit to Marin county, and from whom the 
following data in relation to the fruit interest, 
etc., were obtained by a representative of the 


R e c o r d -U s io n yesterday: 
Tne Novato Ranch is 
situated 
about 
twelve m iles from San Rafael, on the North 
Pacific Railroad, the residence and orchard 
of Mr. De Long being about two mile* west 
from the railroad Btatioo. 
The orchard con. 
tains about 41,000 bearing fruit tree?. 
Of 
these 24,000 are apple, 3,000 apricot (which 
will produce at least 100 tons of apricots this 
season), 3,000 Bartlett pears, and the balance 
plum, cherry, pear, etc. 
There are also sev­ 
eral acres of fruit trees recantly planted. 
Adjoining the orchard are tea acres of Mis­ 
sion 
grapevines, which produce 
immense 
crops. 
Resides the large grain fields, which 
will produce from forty to sixty bushels per 
acre this season, there are five dairies on the 
ranch, in which there are 1,100 milcb cows. 
A ll kinds of 
the 
latest 
improved ma­ 
chinery 
for 
the 
preparation of 
cereals, 
butter, vinegar, 
cider, 
etc., for market, 
I are to 
be 
found 
here. 
The buildings 
on 
this 
ranch, 
if 
collected 
together, 
would make a village of respectable appear­ 
ance. 
In the vicinity of the orchard one 
large building is used as a cider mill, which 
has an immense crushing capacity. 
The 
present ground timbers are 20 inches by 20 
inches, and are not of sufficient strength. 
Iron sills have been received to replace them. 
Another building, 120 feet long by 75 wide 
and two stories high, is used as a vinegar 
factory. 
There is also a blacksmith shop 
and a carpenter shop. 
Store-rooms for cider 
and vinegar, boarding-houses for the men em­ 
ployed, etc.: the apple-home (so-called), will 
he mentioned hereafter. 
U ntil recently the 
Novato orchard was perfectly free from the 
insect pests, which were doing great damage 
to orchards in other porticos of the State. 
About two years ago a caterpillar, known as 
the Chsuicampa conttricta, appeared in this 
orchard, but

Last year it appeared in immense hordes, 
threatening the destruction of the whole 
apple crop. 
It cost Mr. De Long $1,600 in 
the month of M ay, 1881, to fight this pest, 
and by bo doing he saved a crop of apples 
which returned nearly 530.000. 
The moth of 
this caterpillar places the eggs in a ring 
around the growth of the previous year. Last 
spring a gang of men were set to work pick­ 
ing off the eggs, which cost about $1 50 per 
ounce to gather. 
Each ounce of eggs repre­ 
sented about 240,000 caterpillars, and the 
total amount gathered represented the de­ 
struction of 60,000,000 caterpillars. 
It Was 
impossible to gather all of the eggs; how­ 
ever, the crop of catei pillars this season was 
light. 
The picking off the eggs proved a suc­ 
cess. 
Last season it was noticed that a para­ 
site, a tachincu fly, had destroyed a large 
number of the caterpillars, probably one- 
third. 
This season fully sixty per cent, of 
those found in cocoons are destroyed by a 
species of ichneumon fly. 
The Bartlett pear trees planted four years 
ago have been seriously infested, last year 
and this season, by the pear slug, Selandria 
erras». Mr. De Long has solved the problem 
in regard to the extermination of this pest. 
H e washed (or sprayed) the foliage of the 
trees thoroughly with the whale oil soap and 
sulphur mixture, and has effectually de­ 
stroyed the slugs and ova on every leaf 
washed. 
Two species of small caterpillars 
appeared as leaf eaters on some trees in the 
orchard this season, but the work done for 
the extermination of the codling moth was 
very effectual in driving the strangers to 
misery. 


CODLING-MOTH 
TRAP— PROBABLY THE LARG­ 
EST 
IN 
THE 
UNITED STATES (NOT 
PA­ 
TENTED). 
W hen the apple boxes returned from San 
Francisco last fall and this spring were ex­ 
amined, it was discovered that they were 
infested by the la m e of the codling moth. 
Tne boxes were carefully examined, and all 
larva: found in them destroyed. 
In some 
boxes ten larvie were fc-und. 
Mr. D e Long 
concluded, as he would not require his apple 
boxes before next September, he would place 
the boxes in the store-room and attem pt to 
trap the moths, if any, that would hatch in 
the boxes, or that might be ground tbe floors, 
etc. 
The apple-house is ninety feet long by 
seventy wide, and three stories high (about 
fifty feet). 
The lowet story, or cellar, is 
twelve feet high, the walls are of masonrv, 
and the openings are two large doors and 
b íx 
small windows. In this space is packed about 
30,000 empty boxes. 
The openings are cov­ 
ered by mosqoito-bars on the outside. 
So, at 
the present time, it has not been opened to 
learn what amount of moths have been ma­ 
tured. 
The second story is about sixteen feet 
high, tbe walls brick-work, and tbe opening 
three large doors and twelve windows. These 
openings are all covered w ith mosquito-bars 
on the inside. 
About 3,000 em pty boxes are 
stored on this floor. 
The upper story is 
formed by the hip-shaped roof (gables and roof 
are of wood), and is about twenty feet high 
from the floor to the ridge-pole. 
There are 
fourteen windows in this story. 
The open­ 
ings and gables are covered with mosquito- 
bars. 
A bout 1,000 em pty boxes are on this 
floor. 
Since 
this 
trap 
was 
completed 
over 6,000 codling moths have been killed 
on the openings of the second and third 
floors, especially on those of the upper floor. 
One man examines and destroys the moths 
three tim es each day. 
In the mornings tbe 
number captured are sm a ll; the greatest 
numbers are captured in the afternoon. 
The 
average number captured each day is about 
275. 
I t may be mentioned that the closing 
np 
the openings to 
capture 
the moths 
has also imptisoned myriads of bats that 
infest the roof of the building. 
A s the moth 
is a nigh t flyer, the bats may capture a large 
number of them. 
This may account for the 
small cumber captured in the mornings 
A t 
the present writing the larva: can only be 
noticed in fruit on trees in tbe immediate 
vicinity of the appie-honse. 
Men are kept 
picking off all fruit showing signs of larvm, 
which are imm ediately d tstrojel. 
It is 
hardly possible that such a large building 
coaid 
be 
secured 
as 
to be perfectly 
closed. 
However, if the 6,000 moths cap­ 
tured, 
np 
to 
the 
7tfi 
instant, 
had 
reached tbe orchard, it wonld have cost 
Mr. D e Long a large quantity of fruit, in 
addition to the expense of picking it off and 
destroying the pest. 
In some of the fruit 
picked off the larvm are about three-fourths 
grown, or about tw enty days since they were 
hatched, and wonld be ready to leave the 
frnit in six days, Bay the 13th instant. H ow ­ 
ever, the work baa been so thoroughly done, 
the apple and pear trees have been all 
scraped, washed, bands put on them, and the 
cultivation so perfect, that any larvm escap­ 
ing from the fruit will be trapped in the 
bands or in the rags placed in the crotches 
of the trees. 


SPRAYING OF THE TREES. 
Fourteen men and four teams are em­ 
ployed. Exam ining the trees for infested fruit 
at present four men are at work. 
Mr. De 
Long evidently believes that “ an ounce of 
prevention is better than a pound of cure 
and is determined that he will prevent the 
pests from spreading in his orchard, irrespect­ 
ive of co st W hen it is taken into consideration 
that the Novato orchard is isolated from any 
orchard that is infested by insect pests ; that 
its produce is principally sold in one house in 
San Francisco, and that the em pty packages 
are returned in a vessel belonging to Mr. De 
Long, producing the results as above stated, 
what danger may be expected to orchard 
property, where return packages are received, 
shipped from various commission houses and 
placed promiscuously on board a steamboat 
or railroad car. with those from other or­ 
chards ? 
Mr. De Long states that if auy 
em pty packages are returned in future, they 
must be disinfected before leaving Sac Fran­ 
cisco.

The farmers of this State, and we may add 
of the United States, hava been talking co­ 
operation and combination for the purposes 
of mutual assistance and the more effectually 
to resist the encroachments of other classes 
upon their business interests in various ways. 
They have only talked. In behalf of these 
interests let us inquire what these encroach­ 
ments are, and in what manner they are 
principally brought about. When we have 
settled upon these preliminary considerations 
it will be in time to look for the reme ly or 
remedies. Oar inquiries will be directed 
chit fly to the business conditions that affect 
the farmers’ interests in California. In the 
early days of spricultural production in this 
State the mining sections were the principal 
markets for whatever was produced on the 
farm. In those days mining was a very 
genera! and prosperous business, and the 
miners were an independent and generous 
people. They bought freely, and were willing 
to pay liberally for all the farmers sent up to 
them in the way of food from the valleys. 
Transportation from the placesof supply to the 
placee of consumption in those days was 
owned and driven by an open-handed, gener­ 
ous class of people, who were friendly with 
both the miners and farmers, and who were 
never happier than when they saw their 
patrons, both in the mountsins and the val­ 
leys, doing well. 
The rule cheerfully 
adopted and maintained at that time by and 
between all classes—the producers or farm­ 
ers, the traders, the teamsters, and the 
miners or consumers—was " to live and let 
live,” or “ do unto others as ye would that 
others should do unto you.” At that time 
there was no systematized form of combina­ 
tion or co-operation by any class in tbe com­ 
munity. All were sharing a jact division of 
the profits of business, and all were happy 
and contented with the situation. We speak 
now with especial reference to the business 
relations of the producers, consumers, trans­ 
porters and dealers in California products, 
the business interests all of which were 
within the State and controlled by Califor­ 
nians. But Califsrnians produced at 
that time but comparatively a email portion 
of the articles consumed by the people. Tbe 
tools and machinery used by the farmers and 
miners, and many articles of food consumed 
alike by all classes, and all the wearing 
apparel of every class, were imported from 
other States and countries. In this direction 
the business relations of those interested 
were not maintained on so high a standard 
of morality—the golden rule was not here so 
generously and strictly maintained. In the 
very earliest days of Californias his­ 
tory we began to hear of the combi­ 
nation of steamship lines engaged in the 
business of transporting people and goods 
to and from California. The railroad across 
the Isthmus became a monopoly more greedy 
and exacting than was known in any other 
part of the world. Owners of clipper ships 
engaged in tbe California trade between 
California and European and Eastern ports, 
soon were combined to put up freights. 
Merchants engaged in importing goods to 
California were not satisfied with legitimate 
modes of conducting business and legitimate 
profits, but taking advantage of the isolated 
position of this coma, unity, combined to put 
up prices generally, and to create corners on 
every article which, from circumstances, 
came into special demand on this coast. The 
city cf San Francisco, as a municipality, 
taking advantage of her commercial situa­ 
tion, bolding the key to the trade between 
this State and all other parts of the 
world, exacted unheard-of and unprece­ 
dented contributions from such trade, in 
the form of licensed pilots of the 
port, dock and wharfage dues, and 
every other conceivable means of taxation 
that the ingenuity of her government 
officials could inveut to make commerce pay 
tribute to the city's treasury. California was 
the great gold producer of the world, and 
business men everywhere and in all channels 
of trade seemed bent on securing the largest 
share of that gold. California excited the 
greed of the business world and sharpened 
the ingenuities of men to invent means of 
accumulating money. California has been 
the mother of more combinations, corpora­ 
tions and monopolies and has produced more 
millionaires than any other State of equal 
size in the world. Every business of any 
importance in the State is principally repre­ 
sented and conducted through corporations. 
In the early days the freighting and pas­ 
senger business on the navigable waters of 
tbe State was all united and concentrated in 
one incorporated company—the California 
Steam Navigation Company—and since that 
day this entire business has been controlled 
by that company and its successors, being 
able by its power and influence to keep off all 
opposition and maintain a monopoly of tbe 
trade and prices. Almost tbe entire staging 
business of the State was also combined in 
the hands of the California Stage Company, 
which also controlled the inland travel by 
land, and dictated pricee on every line of 
travel. Though these old compinies have 
nominally gone.ont of existence, the business 
originally done by them—augmented more 
than an hundred fold—is now done prac­ 
tically by one corporation or company. 
The banking business of the State is nearly 
all done by corporations formed under 
Sute laws, and controlling to a great 
extent the capital of the State, and 
regnlatÍDg tbe interest on money and deter­ 
mining the character of property securitise. 
The insurance business, both life and fire, is 
done through the medium of corporations, 
which through a combination of companies 
dictates the rates of insurance with an arbi­ 
trary hand. The importers of agricultural 
implements secure monopolies in their busi­ 
ness by contracting with Ess tern manufact­ 
urers for the exclusive control of certain 
leading machines and implements. Commis­ 
sion merchants and dealers in farm produce 
form themselves into produce and stock ex­ 
changes for the purpose of securing a monop­ 
oly of commercial knowledge, thus enabling 
them to dictate prices and control the move­ 
ments of all the farmers’ produce; making 
this produce the basis of gambling operations 
through which they propose to sell the same 
over a dozen times and make as many com­ 
missions, eventually all to come out of the 
producers. Manufacturers of flour, after 
gaining the advantages of a combination with 
commission merchants and exporters of 
wheat to put down prices while this grain is 
in the hands of the producers and 
to pnt them up as soon as it 
has passed into other hands, com­ 
bine again to pnt up the prices of bran, mid­ 
dlings and other offal of tbe grain which goes 
back again as feed for stock to the fanners. 
Even the frnit canneries, which have come 
into existence with so many professions of 
goodwill towards fruit growers, combine to 
put down prices of green frnit and to put up 
pricee of their canned goods. Gold mining, 
which in early days was conducted by whole- 
souled and liberal-hearted individual laborers, 
those early and best friends of the farmers, 
has passed out of the bands of these individu­ 
als aod is now conducted by incorporated 
companies, which not only join in the general 
disposition of organized combinations to depre­ 
ciate tbe prices of farm products, but Borne of 
which claim the right to, and are actually 
engaged in sending the debris of the mines 
down upon the farms of the valley, to cover 
up the productive Beil and ruin it and im­ 
poverish its owners. Trades unions are 
formed in all the principal towna of the State 
for general mntual protection of their mem­ 
bers, and to uphold the wages of labor and 
the pricee of manufactured articles to the 
consumers el these articles. 
Among all these incorporated companies 
and combinations representing the political 
power, the moneyed influence, tbe carrying 
trade, the manufacturing interests, tbe im­ 
porters of all classes—the citizeoB of every 
description, and even the miners—the farmer 
stands isolated and alone in his individual 
capacity, unprotected by associated capital, 
unadvised by associated knowledge and un­ 
represented by associated political influence, 
The farmer alone has failed to take advantage 
of the spirit of the age. He has failed to 
keep abreast with the march of improvement. 
He has not availed himself of the helps of 
modern civilization and progress. He is an 
idle spectator of the machinery by which the 
social, political and business world is run. 
It is useless for tbe farmer to complain of 
imposition by this class or of oppression by 


that. His complaints fall upon deaf ears and 
fail to reach hearts hardened by self-interest. 
Complaints are not the remedy for the situ­ 
ation in which the farmers find themselves. 
Action is the only thing that will relieve 
them of tbe embarrassments they labor under. 
And, what is the first step to the line of 
action ? The fanner feeds the rest of the 
world. He raises the supplies for the food 
markets of the world. And yet in his indi­ 
vidual capacity he is not only ignorant 
of the situation of the supply and 
demand in these markets, but he is 
powerless to obtain correct information 
in regard to this Bupply and demand. 
The wheat-grower, tht wnol-grower, the hnp- 
grower, the fruit-grower, the wine-grower, 
and the grower of each and every agricult­ 
ural product has to go to his commission 
merchant to learn what he ought to ask for 
his produce. Being at the mercy of every 
other class, he is liable to hold his produce for 
better prices when there is no prospect for 
better prices, and he is liable to sell his pro­ 
duce when the prospects of better prices war­ 
rant his bolding that produce for tho9« prices. 
The first step then for the farmer to take is 
in the line of information. He must know 
at all timeB the present condition of the 
world’s supply aud demand for all the articles 
he produces to sell. He must make himself 
independent of those who stand ready at 
every corner to take advantage of his ignor­ 
ance. He must inform himself through his 
own agencies, and not through the agencies of 
of those who speculate out of him 
upon their superior information. 
He 
must step in front of the commission 
merchant, the speculator and the com­ 
mon carrier, and talk directly with the 
consumer or his true representative, wherever 
that consumer may be. Each farmer cannot 
do these things for himself. Each set of 
producers, as wheat-growers or hop-growers, 
cannot do these things without considerable 
cost for and in the exclusive interest of that 
set. It would coet too much to the individual 
or to one class of farmers to perfect the neces­ 
sary arrangements for collecting and trans­ 
mitting this necessary information from the 
commercial or market centers of the world. 
But suppose the farmers of all classes—the 
representatives of all kinds of agricultural 
products—were to associate themselves into a 
co-operative association for the purpose of ob­ 
taining this information, and form an incor­ 
poration. without capital stock, with proper 
officers and a principal place of business in 
San Francisco and braDch offices in every 
important farming locality in the State. 
Such an organization properly managed could 
go to first sources of information in every 
produce market in the world and could learn 
t he probable demand for every farm product. 
It could also go to all the principal sources 
of supply and learn the condition of trade. 
This information, being tabulated, could be 
laid before each and every incorporator in the 
S'.ate at a cost merely nominal. This in­ 
formation coold be constant and embrace 
every farm product. It would be the private 
property of the corporators, aud each would 
act intelligently upon tbe part of it that in­ 
terested him or related to his particular in­ 
terest. 
_ 
_ 
It is not necessary to pursue this detail of 
a plan further. We would remark, however, 
that to secure faithfulness and business dis­ 
cretion and secrecy, membership to such a 
corporation could be required to come tbrough 
the Grange. It will be readily seen by ail 
that the information proposed to be obtained 
would constitute the key to the whole situa­ 
tion iu the standpoint of tbe farmer. The 
many mistakes and losses that have attended 
the business efforts ot tbe farmers heretofore 
have arisen from the fact that they lacked 
the key. While the speculators held the 
key the farmers had to go in the dark, and 
were purposely misled by those speculators. 
These mistakes should not be repeated, and 
need not be. First get the information, and 
then act upon it. First combine for obtain­ 
ing necessary information, and then, if neces­ 
sary, combine for making that information 
available. Be not afraid of corporations. 
Corporations are but legal forms of co-opera­ 
tion. Business combinations must be met by 
similar business combinations. They can be 
met in no other way. But these combinations 
must be controlled by necessary information 
and business skill and judgment. 
Comparison of Milk. 
Those who are unacquainted with the char­ 
acteristics of milk from different breeds cf 
cows should obtain samples from Ayrshire 
and Jersey cows and set the same side by 
sine. Tbe difference in color and grain may 
be very easily observed when both samples 
are fresh. While the milk ot the Jersey cow 
is of a rich—almost golden color—that of the 
Ayreshire cow is in comparison of a pale 
white—more like silver in appearance. But 
the best test, or the best time for comparison, 
is when the samples are about twen ty-four 
hours old and the cream has arisen on each. 
Those who like gocd, rich, fresh cream for 
their coffee at breakfast would not then long 
hesitate which to choose. 
The Ayrshire 
cow has her advantages, but they are not in 
favor of the consumer of milk. She may be 
more profitable to the owner where quantity 
and not quality brings the money. A test 
with the lactometer shows a difference of 10 
to 15 per cent, in favor of the Jersey milk. 
The Weather and Crops. 
The south damp winde seem to be trying to 
repair the damages to the crope which a want 
of moisture and the north winds have cansed. 
It is now too late to add much to the growth 
of grain-straw, cr to lengthen the earn or 
heads of wheat. Bnt much good is yet possi­ 
ble by causing the grains to fill out strong 
and plump. It is truly wonderful what recu­ 
perating powers these south winds have, and 
it is to be hoped the grain may have the full 
benefit of them in their best form. 
The Second Crop. 
The second crop of alfalfa is already being 
cut by some of the farmers on tbe Sacra' 
mento river. Lake the first crop, the second 
is an excellent one, both as to quantity and 
quality. The high state of water in the river 
will cause the clover to spring up again rap­ 
idly and to grow with strength and vigor, and 
it now seems likely that the third and fourth 
crops of hay will very generally be secured 
before the last days of September. 


THB HOUSEHOLD. 
F ric a sse e d C o rn .—Cut the corn from 
the cob, not very closely, and scrape ont 
all the juice and what remains of the ker­ 
nel. Add nothing, and cook it, closely 
covered, for twenty-five or thirty minntes, 
with great care, as it barns easily. Set the 
sance-pan on a ring, so that the oorn steams 
rather than stews. When done add a lit­ 
tle cream or rich milk, butter and salt, and 
Berve without more cooking, 
A pple Sour.—Stew six good-sized ap­ 
ples, carefully peeled and cored, mash them 
through a fine colander and let them cool. 
When cold add the unbeaten whites of two 
eggs, and whip steadily for an hour. Sweet­ 
en to taste with powdered sngar, and flavor 
with vanilla or lemon. A cnpfnl of sngar 
is generally enough unless the apples are 
very sour. 
R ice C o rn -B read .—One cupful of rice, 
two capfuls of sifted white meal, three 
eggs well beaten, one tablespoonfnl of lard 
or butter, as much milk as will make a 
stuff batter, a little salt. Boil the rice per­ 
fectly soft, and poor it hot over the meal. 
Add the bntter, eggs and milk, beat it 
well and bake it in well-buttered pane in 
a quick oven. 
P ickled P in ea pple. — Seven pounds 
fruit, three sugar (brown), one quart vine­ 
gar, one-hali ounce cloves. Slice the frnit 
one-half inch thick, sprinkle spice between 
the layers. Scald the vinegar and sngar, 
and pour over the frnit three days in suc­ 
cession. 
V e a l L o af.—Three pounds of veal, 
chopped fine, two slices of salt pork, three 
eggs, two tablespoonfnls of cream, or a lit­ 
tle bntter, four crackers rolled, pepper, 
salt, sweet marjoram, parsley and onion. 
Form in a loaf and bake three hours, bast­ 
ing frequently, 
R ussian C ream —One quart of milk, 
one-half box gelatine, one cap sngar, fonr 
eggs, two teupoonfuls of vanilla. Dis­ 
solve the gelatine in a little water, beat the 
yolks lightly with the sugar, boil the milk, 
add a grated cocoannt; while boiling stir 
in vanilla, sugar and eggs. Remove from 
the fire, then add the beaten whites and 
pour into jelly molds. 
G en u in e P a rk er H ouse R olls.—One 
quart flour, one tablespoonfnl lard, one- 
half pint milk, one-quarter cup white 
sugar (one-eighth cup sufficient), one- 
quarter cup yeast, one-half teaspooDfnl 
salt. Rub salt and lard in the floor, scald 
the milk, then let it cool to milk heat, add 
sugar and yeast to milk, make a hole in 
the flour aud pour the mixture into it 


without stirring. Do this at noon or be­ 
fore tea, and let it stand in a warm room 
until morning; then stir and mold thor­ 
oughly. Set in to rise again until after 
dinner, then roll, cut in rounds and double 
over. Spread thin with melted butter. 
Let it rise in pans and then bake. This 
makes about twenty. 
Cookies —One cup sugar, one-half cnp 
butter, two eggs, one-half cup sour cream. 
Roll them out in sugar. 
C orn M eal Cakes —One pint milk, one 
teacup meal, two eggs, one-quarter cup 
butter. Bail the milk, stir in the meal 
until it thickens. When cool add eggs and 
a little salt. Bake in small tins. 
W h ite C ak e —Whites of three eggs, 
one pint of flour, one coffee-cup of sugar, 
one-half teacup of milk, three-quarters of 
a cup of butter, one teaspoonfal of vanilla 
or almond, two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. 
P um pkin P ie .—For one pie, take a gen­ 
erous half pint of rick milk and heaping 
tablespoonful of pumpkin. One egg beaten 
separately, half tablespoonful flour, sugar 
to suit taste, ginger, nutmeg, cinnamon, 
just a suspicion of each. B_*at all well to­ 
gether, adding the whipped white of egg 
last, which should be stirred in quickly 
but thoroughly. Bake fifteen or twenty 
minutes in a brisk oven. 
Soup Stock,—In making soup from raw 
meats break tbe bones apart, place them in 
a pot, cover them with cold water and 
boil slowly for five or six hours ; add salt 
to quicken the rising of the scum, which 
should be thoroughly removed. Cut up 
three carrots, three turnips, two heads of 
celery, and two onions ; add to the stock, 
together with six or eight cloves, a bouquet 
of herbs, and a teaspoonful of whole pep­ 
pers ; strain into a deep sauce pan, and 
clarify with the white of an egg. 
It will 
then be ready for an indefinite variety of 
soups. 
V erm icelli Soup.—The stock for vermi­ 
celli soup is better made of chicken or veal 
than of beef; both chicken and veal may be 
used together. Add anything to tbe stock 
yoQ may prefer, and boil the vermicelli in 
the strained soap until tender, which 
should be in about twenty minntes. 
Boiled M ackerel.—Split down the 
back and clean. Be careful to scrape all 
the thin black skin from the inside. Wipe 
dry and lay on the gridiron, broil on one 
side a nice Drown, then turn and brown the 
other side; it will not take so long to 
brown the side on which the skin is. All 
fish should have the side on which tbe skin 
is turned to the fire last. 
D uck Croquets.—Stuff a tender young 
duck with Dutch stuffing, and roast it, 
basting it well. When cold, mince the 
duck and dressing very fine separately and 
mix them well together. Season highly 
with cayenne pepper and salt. Moisten 
the mixture with tomato cataup and stiffen 
it slightly with bread or cracker-crnmbs. 
Add a well-beaten egg. Make tbe cro­ 
quets pear-shaped (they may be moulded 
in a wineglass), and serve with a sprig of 
parsley in the end of each. 
Saddle of L amb.—A saddle of lamb is 
a dainty joint for a small dinner party. 
Sprinkle a little salt over it and set it in 
the dripping-paD, with a few small pieces 
of butter on the meat: baste it occasion­ 
ally with tried-out lamb-fat; dredge a lit­ 
tle flour over it a few minntes before tak­ 
ing from the oven. Serve with the best of 
currant jelly, and send to table with a few 
choice early vegetables. 
M in t Sauce —Wash the sprigs of mint, 
let them dry on a towel, strip off the 
leaves and chop them very fine ; put in a 
sauce-boat with a capful of vinegar and 
fonr lnmps of sugar ; let it stand an hour, 
and before serving stir all together. Mint 
sanee, if bottled, will keep for some time, 
and be jnst as good, if not better, than it 
was the first day.

SPANISH- AMERICA. 


Latest News from Troublous Republics 
and Varied Nationalities—Revolution In 
Venezuela and Threatened War In Uru­ 
guay. 


Advices have been received from Panama 
to May ISth, including advices from South 
and Central America. 


CENTRAL AMERICA. 
Mr. Cardenas, who has served as Secre­ 
tary of Foreign Relations in Nicaragua 
since January, 1SS0, has resigned. 
He is 
a candidate for the Presidency of the Re­ 
public. 
An agent left Nicaragua lately for the 
United States and Europe, to purchas# 
material to continue the railroad from 
1-eon to Leon Viejo, on Lake Managua. 
I t is expected this section of the road will 
be ready for traffic the latter part ot 
Fehruary, 1883. 
Nicaragua has entered the Universal 
Postal Union. 
The Indian insurrection is at an end in 
Costa Rica. 
The Government of Nicaragua is organ­ 
izing two colieges ior young ladies—one in 
Leon and the other m Granada. 
COLOMBIA AND ECUADOR. 
Small-pox has diminished and is disap­ 
pearing from the isthmus. 
The Senate of Colombia has approved a 
project of law which prohibits the gather­ 
ing of mother-of-pearl in the Archipelago 
of Panama by means of machinery. 
The 
object is to protect from complete extinc­ 
tion the fisheries. 
An excursion was recently made by offi­ 
cers of the Canal Company from Aspinwall 
to Portobello. 
The old city of Portobello 
is, perhaps, the most interesting ruin on 
the Atlantic coast. 
Once rich, populous 
and prosperous, it is to-dav poor, deserted 
and a mass of rnins. 
In 1G65 it was taken 
by the buccaneer John Morgan, and sacked 
and burned. 
News received in Bogota of fresh viola­ 
tions of treaty rights of Colombians in 
Ecuador, and new acts of oppression and 
wrong committed npon men engaged in 
peaceful industry in that country, have 
aroused deep indignation in the capita), 
and war is threatened. 
Manta, in Ecuador, suffered a disastrous 
fire on the 21st of April. 
The losses are 
rongbly estimated at 8110,000. The center 
of the city was destroyed, with its best 
places of business. 


VENEZUELA. 
On the night of the 10th of April all the 
political prisoners in the jail at Caracas 
escaped, carrying with them the garrison 
and the arms which they guarded. 
The 
greatest number of the escaped prisoners 
are men of prestige, e urage and boldness. 
Other columns of Republicans, as the 
disaffected style themselves, as cppoaed to 
the friends of the actual Dictator, have ap­ 
peared iu all the departments of the State, 
and it is said several encounters have taken 
place between the forces of the Govern­ 
ment and the Revolutionists. 
The telegraph has been rendered useless 
in various places, and the commotion is 
profound in the whole country. 
Great ex­ 
citement reigns throughout Barqnisimeto 
and Yaracuy, and the Republicans of both 
States have appealed to arms. 
In many 
cases the Government troops have begun 
to indorse the revolution, proclaiming re­ 
publican principles. 


CHILE AND PERU,- 
Two Chilean detachments at Acotambo 
and Nahuapuquio, Peru, have been re­ 
peatedly anuoyed by the Montoneros, as­ 
sisted by a mass of some 10,000 Indians 
armed with lances and slings. 
April Oth a 
skirmish took place lasting about two 
hours, and terminating in the defeat of the 
Monteneros and Indians with a loss of 70 
killed. 
Decrees have been issued increasing the 
number of Courts in Lima and Callao, and 
suppressing the military tribunals which 
have hitherto taken cognizance 
of 
all 
criminal cases. 
A party of twelve Araucanians has ar­ 
rived at Santiago under the leadership of 
Paineviln, principal Caique of .the Maque- 
hau tribe. 
The tertiary fever has made its appear­ 
ance in an alarming manner at Matilla, 
Chile. 
Out of the entire population of 
1,000 inhabitants 000 are down with fever. 
Brigandage is rife in Chile, and every 
paper is full of accounts of mnrder, rob­ 
bery and outrage. 
Cecilio Guajardo, who 
had murdered Luis Labarca Astaburuaga, 
was lately hunted down and killed by 
friends of the murdered man. 
Gnajardo 
killed several of his pursuors, and only 
surrendered when his body was riddled 
w ith bullets. 


THE ARGENTINE CONFEDERATION. 
A “ Congressof Pedagogues’’ is in ses­ 
sion at Buenos Ayres. 
The La Plata Herald says that the Capi­ 
tal of the Argentine Republic is becoming 
a great gambling metropolis. 
Lotteries in 
Brazil, Spain, Uruguay, the Provinces of 
San Luis, Rioja and Santa Fe find favir 
there. 
The Buenos Ayres Custom House is giv­ 
ing good returns ; the returns for March 
surpass £300,000. 
The Treasury is in an 
enviable condition and the people pros­ 
perous. 
A dispute in April between the Italian 
Minister at Montevideo and the Urnguayan 
Government has terminated. 
The Minis­ 
te r at Buenos Ayres was ordered to Mon­ 
tevideo. 
The two Italian subjects who 
had been ill-treated, are to receive §5,000 
each, whilst the officers connected with 
the affair are to be prosecuted and pun­ 
ished, 
The Minister of Foreign Affairs is 
to be removed. 
Later advices snnonnoe that many Bra­ 
zilians have been maltreated by Uruguay­ 
ans and Brazilian forces are concentrating 
on the Uruguay frontier. 
Uruguay is 
gathering men on the frontier to resist in­ 
vasion, and is taking measures to fortify 
Monte video.
